The achievements of the Lithuanian people, just as those of our entire vast and 
multinational homeland, are connected with the purposeful, multifaceted activity 
of the communist party of the Soviet Union and the wise leadership provided by the 
Central Committee and ite Politburo, headed by Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, 
general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, chairman of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet Presidium, outstanding politician and statesman of our time and tireless 
fighter for peace and for communien. 





























The Auditing Commission is submitting a report on its activity to this congress of 
the Communist Party of Lithuania for approval and it wishes to add that it has been 
guided in its practical work by the decisions of the 25th party congress, subse- 
quent plenums of the CPS. Central Committee, the 17th CPLi Congress, the CPSU 
Charter and the inetructions of the CPSU Central Committee on the work of auditing 
commissions. 






In conjunction with the Central Committee Administration of Affairs, the Auditing 
Commission has annually examined party budget drafts and the reports on the dis- 
position of budget funde. Checks and analyses have testified that the party 
budget funde of the republic party organization have been spent correctly and 
wisely, in accordance with the budget inetructions of the CPSU Central Committee. 


Two-thirds of all the republic party organization's revenues consist of party 
membership dues. Inepections have shown that members and candidates for member- 
ship in the party usually pay their dues on time and in the amounts specified in 
the party charter and the instructions of the CPSU Central Committee. There are 
still some primary party organizations, however, in which some communists do not 
pay their dues on time, and these violations of discipline are not always judged 
frum the principled party standpoint specified in the party charter. 








The CPLi Central Committee is always greatly concerned with party affairs in the 
republic and the needa of party organs and party inatitutions, Considerable 
amounts from the party budget are allocated for the training and advanced training 
of party personne!., We are happy to announce that the Administration of Affaire 
of the CPLi Central Committee and party gorkome and raykoms are managing their 
affairs correctly and are adhering strictly to budget discipline. 


A second source of party budget revenues is the money deducted from the profits of 
the publishing house of the CPLi Central Committee. This publishing house unites 
15 editorial boards of republic newspapers and magazines and fille the require- 
ments of the State Committee of the Lithuanian SSR for Publishing Houses, Print ing 
Plants and the Book Trade as well as the central Pravda, LIevestiya and Trud pub- 
lishing houses. During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, the circulation of 
republic newspapers rose 5.5 percent, the circulation of magazines rose 7.2 per= 
cent and publishing profits increased 10.2 percent. The technical base of the 
publishing house was strengthened. Considerable quantities of the latest domestic 
and imported equipment were acquired, 


in the last 5 years the publishing house annually fulfilled the commercial produc- 
tion and sales plan and attained good results as measured in other indicators, 
although there are still some shortcomings in its work. 


One of the most important areas of party activity is the work with letters from 

the laboring public. The Auditing Commission has regularly checked the status of 
this work in sections of the Central Committee and in the editorial offices of party 
newspapers. 


The CPLi Central Committee receives thousands of letters, both of a personal and of 
a public nature, containing various proposals, suggestions and advice. Many let- 
ters express the sincere gratitude of the Soviet people for the constant work per- 
formed by the party and ite Central Committee to carry out the plans for communist 
construction and for the practical steps that are taken to elevate the public 
standard of living, and their hearty approval of the party's Leninist foreign 
policy and its consistent struggle for lasting peace and friendship between peoples. 


A precise and etrict procedure has been established in Central Committee sections 
for the handling of this correspondence. The Bureau and Secretariat of the CPLi 
Central Committee ore alwave interested in these letters and take the necessary 
steps to act on them, analyzing the reasons for complaints and other comments and 
investigating the work with these letters on the local level. Ways of improving 
the work with the letters and oral statements by citizens are regularly discussed 
at meetings of the CPLi Central Committee Bureau and by local party committees. 
The overwhelming majority of workers’ requests, letters and complaints are acted 
on in a competent and timely manner by sections of the CPLi Central Committee and 
party gorkoms and raykoms. 


The improvement of the activities of party, soviet and economic organs to attain 
the objectives of economic and sociocultural development, satisfy the requests and 
needs of the population more fully and improve the handling of requests and comp- 
laints has reduced the flow of correspondence somewhat, particularly with regard to 
follow-up letters. 























The work with letters from the working public is an important area of the activity 
of the mass media. Each year our republic newspapers, magazines and television 
and radio stations receive tens of thousands of letters, When the Auditing Com- 
Mission checked this work, it ascertained that editorial boards were performing 

@ great deal of systematic work with citizens’ letters. New types of work with 
this correspondence are also taking shape. For example, the correspondence days 
Organized by the editors of TIYESA in Panevezhis, SOVETSKAYA LITVA in Shaulyay and 
other newspapers evoked 4 widespread response. in general, officials have 
responded quickly to newspaper suggestions regarding this correspondence. There 
are some administrators, however, who, on various pretexts, do not respord quickly 
or to the point, and sometimes even take the position of "the offended party.” In 
the opinion of the Auditing Commission, city and rayon party committees should 
support sound criticiem in the press and in radio and television broadcasts more 
resolutely and efficiently. 


In addition to all of the successful work performed in examining the letters and 
atatements of workers, there heave been significant shortcomings in the handling of 
personal matters. The work « ‘ome party committees still does not fully meri the 
requirements of the 25th party aress, the ukase of the USSR Supreme Soviet 
Presidium and directives of the CPsl Central Committee on these matters. Some of 
them are still doing little to determine and eliminate the reasons for justifiable 
complaints and criticiem by workers, do not take the necessary steps to satisfy the 
needs and requests of the population more fully, and reconcile themselves to cases 
of miemanagement, indifference and the misuse of authority by officials. 


In some cities and rural population centers, Little is being done to improve 
housing conditions and the necessary steps have not been taken to keep efficient 
records of citizens in need of better housing. Complaints have been received about 
shortcomings in the work of housing and municipal services, trade, consumer service 
and public catering enterprises and medical establishments. In many letters, work- 
ers have criticized signe of the liberal attitude toward hooliganism and traffic 
violations, the inadequate fight against crime and embezzlement, the red tape 
involved in criminal and civil trials, and violations of labor disciplin». 


Serious shortcomings exist in the reception of visitors in several soviet anu 
economic organs, at many enterprises, on kolkhozes and sovkhozes and in organiza- 
tions and establishments. The days and hours of hear’ igs on personal matters are 
not alwave scheduled at times convenient for workers and the schedules are not 
always observed. 


Shortcomings in the examination of letters and the organization of citizen visits 
exist because some party committees and primary party organizations are «till not 
managing this important part of the work satisfactorily, are not doing enough to 
train personnel to observe party and state discipline unconditionaliy and are not 
giving personnel enough instructions on the sociopolitical significance of quick 
and efficient responses to public proposals, requests and complaints. At the same 
time, persons who take a formal approach, display indifference or complicate the 
settlement of justifiable complaints and the satisfaction of the needs and requests 
of workers are not subjected to strict party penalties. 


The CPLi Central Committee has informed party gorkoms and raykoms many times of 
the need for constantly increasing vigilance in the care of party documents. The 











storage of party papers should be 4 matter of epecial concern to party committees 
and primary party organizations, 


Comtade delegates! Allow me to express my firm belief that the 18th CPLi Congress 

Will demonstrate the resolute determination of communists and all workers of Soviet 
Lithuania to continue working selflessly toward the further growth of our socialist 
homeland, and that tey are fully prepared to complete the assignments of the new,

(Text!) The Communist Party of Lithuania, a6 one of the militant detachments of the 
CPSU, approached its congress with even more organizational strength and ideologica’ 
maturity, with ite members closely united by their common views and actions and 
solidiy rallied round the Central Committee of the CPSU. As it implemented the 
decisions of the 25th party congress under the wise leadership of the CPSU Central 
Committee, the republic party organization gained new experience, heightened its 
leading role, strengthened ite influence in all epheres of public life and consol- 
idated its ties with the broad working macses, 





Sinee the time of the 17th congress, the Lithuanian party organization has gained 
more than 25,000 new members and ite ranks now sumber 170,935 communicte. 


The growth of party sembership during thie period was accompanied by the further 
reinforcement of primary party organizations and the improvement of their struc- 
ture. The CPLi now has 5,326 primary party organizations, 3,321 shop party 
organizations and 4,439 party groups. The aumber of primary organizations was 
augmented by 223, while the aumber of shop party organizations and party groups 
inereased almost 1.3-fold. in the two largest party organizations, party commit- 
tees with the rights of raykoms hawe been created and the Alitus, Kapsukas and 
Druskininkay city committees of the CPLi hawe been established.

1 am happy to add that 93) delegates to the 18th CPLI Congress were elected in aii 
party organizations in an atmosphere of total unanimity; 5996 of them, of almost 64 
percent, will be serving a6 delegates for the firet time, 


An inspection showed that 411 delegates received the required number of wetes in 
the elections, The Credentials Commission recognizes the validity of the authority 
of all delegates. 


The largest delegations at the congress will be the groupe representing the city 
party organizations of Vilnive --199 members, Kaunae--109, Kiaypeda--64, and 
Alitue and Kapsukas--20 each, and the rayon party organizations of Kedaynekiy Rayon 
with 18 members, lonavekiy Payon=<-17, and Trakayekiy, Ukmergskiy, Rokiehkekiy and 
Kaunasekiy rayone with 16 delegates each. 


The Communiet Party of the Seviet Union ise the party of the working clase and the 
entire Soviet people and their experienced fighting vanguard. Thies is reflected in 
the composition of our congress delegations, the members of which represent 4!) 
branches of the national economy and social groups in the population. 


Many delegates=--278 of them--are workers in i-dustry, construction, transportation 
and communications, and 81 percent of them are members of the glorious working 
class. The congress delegates include people who manufacture electronic computers, 
metal-cutting tools and consumer goods, who work in the building slips of shipyards, 
who operate looms, and who are building the Ignalinskaya Atomic Pow fr Station, the 
second section of the Magheykway O11 Refinery and other important national economic 
facilities.

shop party orfgahizations and party agfoupe, As 4 fesult of the report and election 
campaign, the elected party aktiv has expanded even sore and has been supplemented 
by few forees, Party administrative organs now number more than 45,000 individuals, 
and almost half of them are workers and kolkhos sembers, It is significant that 
Virtually a1) delegates are members of the bureaus and party committees of pr inary 
party ofganivations and committees and auditing commissions of city and fayon party 
Ofgahifetions, Thies attests to the aetive participation of congress delegates in 
the daily life and activities of party committees, 


Since the time of the last congress, soviets of people's deputies, trade unions 
and the Komsomol have played an increasingly important role in carrying out the 
tasks of communist construction, The congress delegates include 170 employees of 
soviet institutions and 12 trade-union and Komeomol workers. 





Many of the delegates are working actively in elected offices of the Soviet

scientific and technical progress and improving the quality of work in all links of 
the national economy are being carried out by our administrative personnel. They 
are represented at the congress by 96 delegates, including 44 managers of produc- 
tion associations, enterprises and conetruction sites and 52 kolkhoe chairmen and 
sovkhoe directors.

Soviet women are working energeticaliyv in all areas of political, economic and 
cultural life. Women make up one-third of the republic party organization. They 
are suitably represented at this congrees as well. Women delegates aumber 265, oF 
aimost 29 percent of the total sumber. Manw of them are renowned leaders in indus- 
trial and agricultural production, teachers, physicians and party and soviet 
workers, 


The Communict Party is taking consistent steps to raise the cultural lewel of the 
workers. Conclusive ewidence of thie can be found in data on the educationa! 
background of the delegates. More than 9} percent of the delegates hawe a higher, 
partial higher or secondary education. The congress delegates include 11 acadeni- 
cians and corresponding members of the Lithuanian SSR Academy of Sciences and 
branch academies, 15 doctors of sciences and 38 candidates of sciences.

Higher labor productivity in the 5 years accounted for 87 percent of production 
growth. Many gore products are now being marked with the State Pablem of Quality, 
and the figure now constitutes 32 percent of the total production output. 
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When we take a discerning look at past achievements and compare them te the demands 
of the Oetober (1980) CPBL Central Committee Plenum and the draft guidelines for 
the 26th congress, we can see quite clearly that we still have many underutilized 
freeerves, Three sachine tool plants were waable to meet sales plane. The party 
has already passed judgment on the managers of these plants, but we aise feel jus- 
tified in issuing 4 complaint against the USER Ministry of Machine Tool and Tool 
Building industry for ite failure te pay the necessary attention to these col- 
leetives at the proper time, 


in the city's production collectives, uch remains to be done to reduce the mater~ 
ial and energy requirements of production and ensure the more economical, careful 
and intelligent wee of material resources, 


In the last 5 years, the city’s party and soviet organs concentrated on heighten- 
ing the impact of capital construction, The assignments of the Lith Pive=-Year 
Pian will require that these matters be given constant attention in the future as 
well. 


It is mo secret that success in construction depends largely on the initial etage 
of this procese=--the planning stage. However, @unicipal administrative personne! 
40 not participate enough in the compilation of the operational programs of con- 
tracting organizations and the coordination of available capital investment. with 
existing construction capacities. This ie why the interests of inhabitants are not 
always taken fully inte account when decisions are made on these matters and why 
the construction of facilities of wital importance to the city is post yoned, 
including trade and consumer service facilities and establishments for the manage- 
ment of ideological, cultural and educational affaires. 


Inspired by these grand plans, the Vil‘ayue party organization with ite 36,000 
members will mobilize ail workers to implement party decisions for the strength of 
our homeland and its continued development. 


Speech by Delegate “. Grigalyunas 


Consistently implementing the party agrarian policy line set forth at the 25th 
CPSU Congress, the republic was quite successful in the development of agriculture 
in the vears of the 10th Pive-Year Plan. The report of the Central Committee, how- 
ever, expresses justifiable worries about the deterioration of indicators of 
production intensity and economic indicators in recent years. If we are to attain 
the goals set for the lith Pive-Year Plan successfully, we gust revive intensive 
farming and animal husbandry in coming years and consistentiy strive for the growth 
of these production branches in the future. 


Agriculture in our republic clearly centers around intensive animal husbandry. 
Around 49 percent of all agricultural workers are employed in this branch. The 
scales of comprehensive mechanization have been planned with a view to the estab- 
lishment of better vorking conditions in thie field. If this work is completed in 
the lith Five-Year Plan, it will be possible to keep 67 percent of our cattle and 
88 percent of our hogs in adequately mechanized facilities. This will necessitate 
the establishment of the required reserves of supplies and equipment for contract- 
ing organizations. 
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lt is extremely important to continue faising the standards of farming, This is 
one of the chie! objectives of republic soil selentiets, This work will require 
eonsistency and close attention on the part of all agricultural administrators and 
farm managers. itn addition, we must continue to strive for 4 broader and stronger 
system of agrochemical services for farms, in the next 5 years, the aechanized 
detachments of agrochemical centers will have te convey more than one-third of the 
organic fertiliser accumulated on farme to the fields, as well as more than half 
of all mineral fertiiieer, All agrochemical services must be of the highest quality 
and Gust fot be too expensive for the farms, in the near future, the agrochemical 
eenters should serve as the farmers’ reliable assistants in increasing the yield 
of fields, 


The further development of agricultural production and the industrialization of ite 
technological processes will require 4 large number of skilled administrators and 
workers in the gases professions. This is why we guet find temporary facilities for 
agricultural vocational institutes in those regions where these institutes do not 
exist, and we guet lay 4 foundation for the training of skilled personnel until 
such time as these institutes are built in accordance with plans. In addition, we 
must consistently improve the working and living conditions of young skilled 
workers. 


Much has been done in the area of capital construction and the improvement of rural 
settlements. Not ail of the capital investments allocated to farms for this pur- 
pose have been utilized as yet, howewer. Parmers are worried about the reluctance 
of contracting organigations to take on the construction of cafes, pre-school 
establishments, water sains, sewers an’ other cultural and consumer facilities that 
are needed in rural areas, and about the constant disruption of plans for their 
eonstruction. tt would be better if production centers and settlements were modern- 
iged much more quickly. This will necessitate the allocation of the required 
material resources and the direction of contracting organizations to fulfill assign- 
ments regarding the construction of such facilities. 


There are considerable reserves for the augmentation of agricultural production on 
the economically weaker farms. If the milk yield, daily weight gain of cattie and 
grain yield on just the farms of this category in our republic were brought up to 
the average, these farme could account for around half of the gross product incre- 
ment called for in the lith Pive-Year Pian. Party, soviet and agricultural organs 
in these regions, contracting organizations and the organizations serving agricul - 
ture must concentrate on heightening production intensity on these farnes. 


Speech by Delegate V. Mikuchvauskas 


The party organization and all of the workers of Kaunas saluted the 18th CPLi 
Congress with great political enthusiasm and new labor achievements and are 
approaching the 26th CPSU Congress in @ close union with all communists and the 
entire multinational population of the Soviet Nation. 


In the last 5 years the Kaunas party organization has grown in terms of numbers and 
in terms of organizational and political strength. Almost three-fourths of the 
communists work in physical production. In order to increase party influence on

efficient use of production capacities and the constant augmentation of Labor 
productivity have not been solved comprehensively in all cases. We are concerned 
about the lack of coordination between plan assignments and material and technical 
resources, which \s« resulted in the underutilization of the actual capabilities of 
industrial and construction collectives to inerease production output and the 
volume of construction work, 


Steps are being taken now in the city to disseminate and utilize the progressive 
work experience of collectives in Yaroslavekava Oblast for an increase in indus- 
trial production in the Lith Pive-Year Plan without an increase in the number of 
workers. Some ministries, however, always plan on sore manpower without consider- 
ing the interests and actual capabilities of the city. This vear the plan caile 
for 900 more workers, although the citw ie now short almost 5,090 workers. 


Around 30 percent of a!!] the equipment at industrial enterprises is either out of 
order ofr out of date. The number of workere engaged ir manual labor has remained 
virtually the sate In the Lith Five-Year Plan, ministries and decartments gust 
find more concrete wave of heightening the effectiveness of production with the 
aid of technical progress. 


The succeseful work of collectives depende largely on the skillful hiring, place 
ment and training «{ personnel. The gorkom has alwavye inatilled people with a 
good sense of order and reapeonethbility for theif assigned duties and, in the 
future, it will dv Sore te Leprove the evetem for the supervision and inepection 
of work, and ensure that each decision ie fellowed bw actior te attain the beat 
possible resulte in cccnomic and political activity. 

Speer by elegat : lvanes

Speech by Delegate N. Begerus’ 


The collective at the Kilaypeda Refrigerator Fleet Base, where | am a4 foreman in 
the fish processing division, had already begun working on the lith Five-Year Pian 
by August 1980. We fulfilled the 1980 plan for fish and marine products in 
October and brought up tens of thousands of additional tons of fish from the 
ocean depths and put out large quantities of food products over and above the 
plan. This was promoted by the widespread socialist competition in honor of the 
26th CPSU Congress and the i*th CPLi Congress. 
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All of the fishing boat crews of the association deserve the eredit for thie. The 
erew of the medium fishing trawler, headed by M. Malin, holder of the Lenin 
Komsomol Prige, completed the five-year-plan fishing assignment in two and a 

half years, The crew of the “Antanas Snechkue” refrigerator transport vessel, 
headed by A. Vaytskus, worked successfully. 


Communists of the maritime party organization of the Rybatekaya Slava Floating Base 
and other vessels are working on problems in political indoctrination--the basis 
of the labor successes discussed in the accountability report by Firet Secretary 

P. Grishkyavichus of the CPLi Central Committee, Ship party organizations are 
working under difficult conditions, The intensive labor, the limited opportuni- 
ties to acquire information and the long separations from relatives and friends 
require correctiy organized cultural leieure activities for the sailors. Our party 
organization's experience in taking 4 comprehensive approach to ideological indoc- 
trination was summarized by the base party committee and spread to all vessels. 


At the recent report and election party meetings, communists disclosed shortcomings 
and omissions in 4 principled and busineselike manner and noted that internal 
reserves were not being used in their entirety as yet. Party organizations do not 
always adhere strictly to principle in their assessment of the work of command 
personnel and they do not alwaye analyze the work of fishing crews objectively. 


The problems we encounter, however, are ones that we are fully capable of solving 
on our own. One of these is the problem of repairs. The association is suffering 
from inadequate maximum spare part allocations, particularly for the repair of 
large vessels. Some of these vessels are not equipped with epare parte for the 
repair of main engines, refrigeration compressors and electrical equipment. We 
are also suffering from personnel turnover. The main reason is the unsatisfactory 
provision of fish industry workere with housing. We are requesting republic 
administrative organs to assist us in solving these problems through the USSR 
Ministry of the Fieh Industry. 


Speech by Delegate P. Kuris 


The need to strengthen socialist law and order and state and labor discipline has 
been a great deal of attention at the 18th CPLi Congress. This attention is abso- 
lutely justified because our successful economic, sociopolitical and cultural 
development will depend largely on the effective resolution of problems in this 
area. in the last 5 years, much has been done to draft new laws, improve existing 
legislation and strengthen the legal basis of public and private life. There is 
moO question that the adoption of the new Conetitution of the Lithuanian SSR was a 
major event in the life of the republic. <A great deal of work has been completed 
in the classification of laws, and work has begun on a Lithuanian SSR Law Code. 
Questions connected with the reinforcement of socialist legality are being coordi- 
nated more closely with plans for the economic and social development of the 
republic and the communist indoctrination of workers. The struggle against various 
types of negative behavior has become an integral part of the ideological, organi- 
zational and indoctrinational activity of the republic party organization. 


In recent years, law enforcement agencies in the republic have been more active 
and the coordination of their activities has been improved. They are playing an 
increasingly important part in ensuring that the performance of constitutional 
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duties and respect for the law become an internal need and a standard of behavior 
for the overwhelming majority of the inhabitants of Soviet Lithuania, We muet 
admit, however, that probleme in the reinforcement of legality have not been 
soived effectively in all cases, Signe of mismanagement and a lack of discipline 
are still found in collectives, the protection of state and public property is not 
always adequate, and an atmosphere of intolerance for antisocial behavior is some- 
times lacking. Law enforcement agencies often inform enterprise and organization 
administrators of such negative phenomena, but these warnings frequently evoke 
only a formal response, The militia, public prosecutor and courts have not taken 
all the necessary steps in thie area either, 


The Communist Party has set forth 4 precise strategy for combating crime, It is 
based on crime prevention and the development of the public's sense of justice 
and knowledge of the law. 


Law enforcement agencies in the republic are taking @easures to ensure the rapid 
discovery of crimes and apprehension of criminals, and they are enlisting the aid 
of the public in this work. They have received considerable assistance from volun- 
tary people's patrole and law enforcement groups. We must admit, however, that 
people who are given 4 suspended sentence are not expected to undergo vocational 
rehabilitation in al! cases. 


On the whole, our republic courts give people quick and fair trials. Further 
improvement in this work is possible, however. There are probleme in select ing 
and indoctrinating the personnel of people's courte and in improving their 
qualifications. The preventive role of the courte in the battle against crime 
must be augmented even more and the educative value of trials must be increased. 


Soviet Lithuania has an efficiently operating system of legal propaganda and legal 
indoctrination for citizens. The further improvement and expansion of this work 
and the enhancement of its impact, particularly on youth, are being impeded consid- 
erably by the shortage of legal literature. An editorial office in charge of 

legal literature has been set up within the Mintis Publishing House and this should 
increase the output of such Literature considerably. ina our opinion, SOTSIALISTING 
TEYSE, the bulletin of the Ministry of Justice, should be issued more frequentiy.

[Exeerpte| At the 18th Congress of the Communist Party of 
Lithuania, the report of the chairman of the Lithuanian SSR 
Council of Ministers on the CPSU Central Committee's draft 
“Basic Guidelines for the Economic and Social Development of 
the USSR in 1981-1985 and the Period up to 1990," submitted to 
the 26th party congress, was debated. Congress delegates, who 
unanimously and completely approve of the party's plans, ana- 
lyzed questions connected with the development of the republic 
economy in depth and discussed future objectives. 


Speech by Delegate V. Sneshka 


Communists and all workers of Kaunaeskiy Rayon are carefully studying, and unani- 
mously support, the draft plan presented by the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th 
party congress. As a result of the discussion of this historic document, many 
production collectives, subdivisions and individual production workers took on 
additional socialist commitments to complete the production assignments for the 
firet quarter of this year by the beginning of the 26th party congress. 


In the last 5 years, grain growere in Kaunasekiy Rayon have increased their grain 
output by an average of 26 percent, the meat output by 20 percent and the milk 
output by 16 percent. The plans for sales of major agricultural products to the 
state have been fulfilled. Construction workers have completed 2,135 detached 
residential buildings and 7 pre-echool facilities. In rural settlements, 30 kilome- 
tere of water pipes have been laid and more than 1,009 kilometers of side roads 
have been laid and repaired. One owt of every four families living in the rayon 
has its own passenger car. 


When we discuss the prospects for rural development, we must not forget the problems 
that must be solved more quickly. We must be quicker in the mechanization of agri- 
cultural production processes and the provision of agriculture with more powerful 
equipment. It is significant that 38 powerful tractors of the K-700 model are 

















Already operating on farms in Kaunasskiy Rayon, This means that much more work 
can be completed by fewer machine operators, However, we do not have all of the 
attachments for these tractors, This means that farme lacking funds for metal 
must manufacture their own attachments, The problem of repairing thie tractor 
model in the republic has not been solved as yet, At present, this equipment ie 
not repaired at enterprises of the State Committee for the Supply of Production 
Equipment for Agriculture, and each farm must find ite own way of dealing with 
this problem, 


The rayon supplies the urban population with vegetables. With each year, however, 
the cultivation of vegetables becomes more difficult. Large farme specializing 
in vegetable cultivation have been established, but they do not have the proper 
harvesting equipment. 


More than 30 percent of the state farms in our rayon are under the jurisdiction of 
union ministries and departments. The economic and social status of these farms 

is much higher and their supply of fixed productive capital and manpower is much 
greater. We realize that they must set an example for other farms. More attention 
should be given to sovkhozes of republic jurisdiction, however, when capital invest- 
ments are distributed and, in particular, when maximum construction quotas are set. 
The republic Ministry of Agriculture and Gosplan do not always take the suggestions 
of rayon organizations into account when they plan construction volumes. 


For these and many other reasons, rayon organizations are experiencing great diffi- 
culty in hiring personnel for sovkhozes for the quickest possible economic devel- 
opment of these farms. 


Speech by Delegate Yu. Antanaytis 


Soviet Lithuania now has 9,000 primary trade-union organizations with over 1.76 
million members. In our work today to carry out V. I. Lenin's order that trade 
unions should be a school of economic management, we are striving to involve as 
many workers as possible in the resolution of economic and social problems. 
Recently we have been particularly concerned with the activities of permanent 
production conferences. In the last 5 years, they made more than 100,000 valuable 
suggestions, most of which have been implemented. But the efforts of trade unions 
in this area are still inadequate. 





Well-organized socialist competition is the best help in the development of active 
participation in labor and production management. The most important objective now 
is to heighten the impact of socialist competition. For this purpose, new methods 
are being sought and the help of scientists has been enlisted. We have established 
the scientific council of the Academy of Sciences and the Republic Trade-Union 
Council on socialist competition. A group of scientific workers has been set up 
as part of the trade-union council to analyze problems in socialist competition, 
and the conclusion of accountability agreements with scientific establishments is 
being encouraged for this purpose at enterprises. The further improvement of com- 
petition will be possible only if these matters are settled comprehensively, with 
the more effective use of all means of moral and financial encouragement. Unfor- 
tunately, some enterprise and organization administrators in the republic are still 
extremely stingy with allocations to heighten the impact of socialist competition. 
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Trade unions and scientific and technical societies in the republic have done much 
to mechanize manual labor. 


The Republic Trade-Union Council has recently taken steps to unite the efforts of 
the related ministries and departments for the better supply of farmers with 
especial work clothing and footwear, 


Although positive advances have been made in many social spheres, extremely urgent 
problems still exist. For exarple, temporary disability keeps almost 55,000 people 
in the republic from going to work each day. In one-fourth of all cases, adults 
stay home from work to care for sick children or to recuperate from accidents, 

The rate of illness could be reduced by the better use of preventive medicine and 
improvements in the procedure for the tesuance of disability slips. 


Republic trade unions are working with economic organizations to expand the con- 
struction of sanatoriums and clinics. In the last 5 years, the number of these 
establishments doubled. Unfortunately, this increase has not been uniform in all 
branches of the economy or in all regions. 


The tiade-union budget allows for the construction of many sanatoriums, rest homes 
and sports facilities. The funds spent for this purpose in the last 5 years 
exceeded 20 million rubles. The construction of the nation's largest clinics has 
been completed in Druskininkay and they will soon be ready for their first 
patients. The construction of pioneer camps is not going as well or as quickly. 
We hope that the proper organizations will display more concern with regard to 
their construction in the lith Five-Year Plan.

This is due te objective factere: the reduction in the growth of manpower 
resources, the relocation of the fuel and raw material base in northern and eastern 
regions, and the growing expenditures on environmental protection and the develop- 
ment of transportation, public health care and education. 


Special significance will be attached te the seceleration of ecientific and techni- 
eal progress, the introduction of ite results into production and the mechanization 
and automation of production processes. To ensure economic grovth, we must con- 
tinue to develop the production of fuel, energy, metal and other raw materials. 

But however great the increase here gay be, we must focus our attention of the need 
for the efficient utilization of material resources and 4 policy of the strictest 
conservation. 


The party Central Committee and the Sowlet Government regard substantial improve- 
ment in economic management a6 4 necessary condition of our progress. “We must 
frankiy admit,” Comrade L. 1. Sreghnevw, general secretary of the CPST Central Con- 
mittee, said at the CPSU Central Committee October (1980) Plenum, “that the 
a@minicstrative and planning machinery, economic managenent methods and execut ive 
discipline do not meet today's requirements as yet. Thies has made it more diffi- 
eult to turn towerd efficiency and transfer the national economy onto the path of 
intensive development.

The experience 
of the construction of the “Soyur” main gas pipeline could be cited as an example.

SSR Council of Ministers, at 30 January session of ifth CPLI Congress) 


[Text) My dear comrades! The discussion at this congress of the draft “Basic 
Guidelines for the Economic and Social Development of the USSR in 1981-1985 and 
the Period up to 1990," submitted by the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th party 
congress, once again clearly proves that the communists and working people of 
Soviet Lithuania heartily approve and unanimously support thie tremendously impor- 
tant partywide and statewide document. 


In businesslike and competent statements, congress delegates made several valuabie 
and sound proposals, suggesting waye of overcoming new difficulties and e] iminat ing 
shortcomings in the national economy as quickly as possible, making fuller use of 
opportunities for the continued economic and social development of the republic 
and attaining the chief objectives of the Lith Pive-Year Plan successfully.

Congress delegates ?. Mitekunas, 1. Guretekas and P. Morkunas made sensible sugges- 
tions regarding a {urther increase in the output of consumer goods, as the supply 
of these goods is still not keeping up with public demand.

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The production structure in light industry and the food industry gust be improved, 
consumers gust be offered more goods in packaged form, and we gust make fuller use 
of ail opportunities for the production of consumer goods at non-spec ial ized 
Mchine=building enterprises of union juriediction and enterprises of other 
branches of industry, 


The Zapremrybflet Production Association, the Paneveshis Autocompressor Plant, the 
Vilnius Radio Measurement Inetrument Plant imeni 60-Letivye Oktyabrya, the Alitue 
Machine-Building Plant and several other enterprises need considerable improvement 
in their work in thie ephere, 


in addition to this, the search for ways of increasing the output of goods over and 
above annual plan indicators must be continued throughout the 5 years ahead. Trade 
organizations gust improve the syetem for the study of public demand and the compi- 
lation of long-range forecasts and proposals covering 4 longer period of time, 


The work conducted by @inietries, departments, associations and enterprises in this 
afea will require better coordination and atricter control. 


Congress delegates 7. Belitekene, V. Asachew and V. Sneshka concentrated on prob- 
lems whose resolution will largely determine the success with which we overcome 
existing difficulties in agricultural development and carry out the taske set for 
the Lith Pive-Year Pian. 


Gospian, the Ministry of Agriculture, the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water 
Resources, the Ministry of Pruit and Vegetable Cultivation, the State Committee 

for the Supply of Production Equipment for Agriculture, the State Committee for 
Labor and Secial Probleme and local agricultural agencies must take these proposals 
inte account when they draw up their plans for the next 5 years and during the 
process of their execution. They should pay special attention to the resolution of 
ail social problems in rural areas, a6 the principal way of attaining good final 
results in agricultural development and of encouraging personnel to remain in rural 
areas. 


lt must be said that the CPLi Central Committee and the Council of Ministers have 
made 4 great effort to solwe these probleme and have planned and taken several 
iportant measures to accelerate the construction and modernization of rural 
settlements, particularly with regard to housing and cultural and consumer 
facilities. Por this, howewer, we will need higher allocation quotas and larger 
quantities of material and financial resources. 


The speakers who mentioned the exceptional importance of strengthening the mater- 
ial and technical base of farms that are lagging behind, particularly sovkhozes, 
were correct.

Pacilities for the repair of agricultural equipment gust continue to be enlarged 
at enterprises of the State Committee for the Supply of Production Equipment for 
Agricuiture, and the quality of this repair work gust be improved considerably. 











After all, there are etill cases in whieh farme gust concern themselves with 
repairing aaricultural equipment again after it has already been repaired at 
these enterprises. 


The administration and local organisations of thie estate committee must make a 
greater effort te solve these problems, 


Congress delegates made several other important suggestions, They will be care= 
fully considered by the Council of Ministers, Goeplan, sinistries and departments, 
eonerete action will be taken for the fullest possible implementation of these 
suggestions, and reports will be made on the progress of this work.

(Text) Comrade delegates! 


The Moldavian Communist Party is holding ite congress in an important period of time. 
Communists and all Soviet people have received the CPSU Central Committee's draft 
“Basic Directions of the UBSR's Boonomic and Social Development in 1961-1985 and 

in the Period to 1990" with great enthusiasm. The patriotic feelings of the re- 
public's labor collectives manifested themselves with new force in the far-reaching 
competition for an honorable welcome to the 26th CPSU Congress. This competition 
played an important role in the final period of the last five-year plan, and it wili 
dowbtiessiy promote our common cause just a6 well at the threshold of the first year 
of the Lith Pive-VYear Pian. 


Under the qguidance of their vanguard--the Moidavian Communist Party--during the 10th 
Five-Year Plan the republic's laborers made an honorable contribution to development 
of the material-technical base of communism in our country. Comrade &. K. Grossu, 
first secretary of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee, had brilliant 
and persuasive things to say about ail of this in the accountability report of the 
Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee. He deeply and thoroughly described 

the activities of the republic party organization in the period of accountability; 
this work was permeated by 4 creative, scientific approach to completing the tasks 


posed by the 25th CPSU Congress. 


The work style of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee in the period 
between the congresses was typified by unwavering compliance with Lenin's principles 
of leadership and with the norms of party and state life. This played an important 
role in the tremendous achievements by which the period following the 14th Congress 
of the Mpldaviaen Communist Party was marked. 


Complying with the CPSU Charter and guiding itself by decisions of the 25th CPSU 
Congress and the 14th Congress of the Moldavian Communist Party, and by statutes and 
directives of the CPSU Central Committee, the Moldavian Communist Party Auditing 


CoOmmie6ion monitored compliance with the party budget, checked the correctness of 
the expenditures made by party organs and party institutions in the republic, ob- 
served their compliance with budget and financial discipline, determined the status 











Of COMmUnis! Membership dues payments, and inepected the way financial and material 
Valuable accounting and accountability, emamination of the letters, complaints, and 
Claims of laborers, and reception of citis#ens by party, seviet, and other insti- 
tutions were organised, These issues were examined many times by the Bureau and 
Secretariat of the Moidavian Communist Party Central Committee, at seminars attended 
by chairmen of city and rayon party organization auditing compissions, meetings 
held in the Central Committee system, and seminars attended by city and rayon party 
enecutive secretaries. 





During the accounting period, each year the income of the party budget was greater 
than the expenses. This became possibile owing to further growth of the financial 
assets of the party which, a8 we know, represent party membership dues and deductions 
from the profits of the party publishing house, and the result of competent manage- 
ment of party affairs by the business administration of the Moldavian Communist 

Party Cevtral Committee, and its constant surveillance over the party budget. 


in the accounting period, the income of the party budget increased by 34 percent in 
COMpParison with 17 5, while revenues represented by party membership dues climbed 
by 50.5 percent. These indicators reflect not only the status of the main part of 
the party budget, but aiso the level of party discipline and the consciousness of 
the communists; they attest to growth in the membership of the republic's party 
organization. 


V. 1. Lenin always emphasized the need for the whity of the spiritual and material 
membership of a communist to his party. Guiding themselves by Lenin's requirements, 
the Auditing Commission of the Moldavian Communist Party, the party organizational 
division, and the business administration of the Moldavian Communist Party Central 
Committee systematically inspected the correctness and promptness of party member- 
ship dues payments jointly with the auditing commissions of the city and rayon 
party organizations. 


The auditing commission audited the documents of the Moldavian Communist Party 
Central Committee regularly, twice a year, and decisions associated with the budget 
and with the payment of party membership dues were made by the Central Committee 
Secretariat on the basis of the results. Ail COMMISSi0n members took an active 

part in audits of the city and rayon party committees and primary party organizations; 
ail city and rayon party committees and many of the republic's primary party organiza~ 
tions were audited by them each year. During the period of accountability the 
auditing commission held 25 audits in city committees, 262 in rayon party committees, 
and 3,376 in primary party organizations. The total number of audits made of party 
organs significanti, exceed the number of inspections made in the preceding period. 


it was established in the course of the audits that @ number of the republic's 
party organizations still violate requirements of the CPSU Charter and the CPSU 
Central Committee instructions “On the Membership Dues of CPSU Members and Candi- 
dates”. Gocuments of the Moldavian Communist Party Auditing Commission frequently 
noted shortcomings in the collection of membership dues from certain communists 

in the party organizations of Kishinev, Bel‘tey, Tiraspol’ and Dubossarskiy, 
Rybnitskiy, Drokiyevskiy, and other rayons. Thus in the past period the commission 
established that 494 communists of 63 party organizations in Bel’tsy did not pay 
ali of their dues, resulting in @ deficit of 2,120 rubles; in Dubossarskiy Rayon, 
62 communists fell 443 rubies 2) kopecks short. in all in 1989, 54 communists of 
the republic party organization were behind in their members? i; dues; this included 
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4 oh Month behind, 7 two monthe behind, and 13 communists three and more montis 
behind, this being 0.0) pereent of the total membership. 


The order Of depositing party dues paid by communists in savings banks by the set 
deadiines is being violated and dues payment receipts are being filled out care- 
leesiy by the party organizations Of Berokskiy, Dondyushanskiy, Kriulyanskiy, and 
Chimishiiysakiy rayons, 


Deductions from the profits of the party publishing house make up a cignificant 
part of the party budget. in comparison with 1975, the profits from the publishing 
activities of the republic party organization inereased by 245,600 rubles, or by 
11.9 pereent. In the accounting period, the activities of the party publishing 
house broadened significantiy. The quantity of copies in single editions of party 
publications inereased by i] percent, indicating growth in the political activity 
of the laborers, 4 rise in their spiritual and cultural demands, and great respect 
for and authority of party publications among the widest circles of the pubiic. 





The Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee is constantly concerned for 
strengthening the production-technical base of the party publishing house. in 
December 197° a newapaper and journal publishing complex valued at 12.5 million 
rubles and outfitted with the latest polygraphic equipment was placed into operation, 
and progressive production processes are being introduced. Concern is being shown 
for efeating conditions permitting highly productive labor by typographic and 
editorial laborers and office workers, and improvement of their personal conditions 
ana rest. At the same time there were shortcomings in the work of the publishing 
house and printing works as well, revealed by an audit of the financial and business 
actavities of the Central Committee Publishing House. The results of the audit were 
examined at 4 meeting of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee Bureau. 
Steps were taken to correct the revealed shortcomings. 


Comrades! The assets of the republic party budget were spent suitably, in accordance 
with the allocations and within the approved limits. The bulk of the assets were 
spent On maintenance of the party administration, on management of the party's 
organhicational and party work, on propaganda and agitation, on training and re- 
training of party personnel, and on maintenance of political agitation halis and 
offices. The inspections and audits failed to reveal violations of official finan- 
chal discipline in either the administration of the Moldavian Communist Party 

Central Committee or the city and rayon party committees; however, assets intended 
for certain expense items were not fully assimilated. 


In 1980 some city and rayon party committees went over the estimates for certain 
expense items. Thus in transportation maintenance, the overruns were 1,140 rubies 
for the party committee of Bessarabskiy Rayon, 537 rubies for Kantemirskiy Rayon, 
393 rubles for Strashenskiy Rayon, and 400 rubles for Floreshtskiy Rayon. The 
Sovwetekiy Rayon Party Committee overspent in building maintenance by 1,128 rubies. 
in all, 3,598 rubles were spent in excess of the estimated aliocations. It would 
be pertinent to recall in this connection that V. I. Lenin always maintained a 
thrifty attitude toward party assets and demanded the same thrifty attitude toward 
them from all party workers. While our party was still in its formative period, 
he cautioned: “Do not get carried away with money, be careful with it, the need 
for it will be even greater following the congress.” 
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in the 10th Five-Year Pian, 16.2 million rubles were allocated from the party 
budget for construction of administrative buildings and residences, and the entire 
sum was Completely assimilated. Facilities placed inte operation during the veriod 
Of accountability included the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee building, 
@ political education hall, the Kishinev City Party Committee hall, the Central 
Committee Motor Vehicle Pool, a building to house the party history institute and 
the party archives, and nine city and rayon party committee buildings. Owing to good 
labor organization, broad socialist competition, and effective assistance to con- 
struction organizations on the part of the business administration of the “oldavian 
Communist Party Central Committee, the plane for repair and overhaul of facilities 
belonging to party organs were surpassed every year. 


Comrades! 


One Of the most important areas of party activity is the handling of letters and 
organization Of personal reception of the laborers. Viadimir Il'ich Lenin felt this 


work to be one of the most important forms of party activity, referring to letters 
as “truly human documents”. 


Continuing Lenin's tradition of a tactful, benevolent attitude toward the claims 
and complaints, viewed as profound sources of information flowing from the very 
thick of the peopie and as an important means for strengthening the party's ties 
with the masses, the Secretariat Bureau and the divisions of the Moldavian Communist 
Party Central Committee are displaying constant concern for improving the handling 
of letters and the organization of personal reception of laborers. Issues raised 
in letters are studied and generalized, the appropriate steps are taken in response 
to them, the authors of the letters are informed of these measures in personal 
discussions or throuch local party organs, and written responses are made. 


A Significant part of the letters, claims, and complaints submitted by Laborers 

to the Central Committee are forwarded for action to the ministries, state comm tees, 
departments, and ioccal party organs. The examination of these materials is monitored 
by the appropriate Central Committee divisions. 


The Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee imposes high requirements on party, 
soviet, and business managers in terms of their compliance with the established order 
of examining the letters and complaints of laborers, and it strictly punishes 
communists who permit a formal, bureaucratic approach to personal appeals. Evidence 
of this can be found in the appropriate decrees adopted by the Moldavian Communist 
Party Central Committee in the period of accountability. 


Discussion of the juestion "On the Progress of Fulfilling CPSU Central Committee 
Decrees on Further improvement of Work With Letters From Laborers and improvement 
of the Reception of Citizens by Party, Soviet, and Other Organizations of the 
Republic” at a pienum of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee had a sig- 
nificant influence on the practical efforts of city and rayon party committees, 
primary party organizations, and soviet and business organs. in 1979-1980 this 
question was also discussed at plenums of ail city and rayon party committees and 
at sessions of the city and rayon soviets of peoples deputies. 
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The natural growth in the number of letters received by both the Moldavian 
Communist Party Central Committee and the loeal party committees caused the party 
to inerease ite attention to the written and oral appeais of the laborers. While 
in 1976 the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee received 5,500 letters, in 
1980 it received 6,949, Central Committee secretaries aequaint themselves with ali 
letters faising vitally important issues. in the accounting period, the number of 
letters examined directiy by Central Committee staff workers and by members of the 
Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee increased, 


City and rayon party committees devote considerable attention to examining the 
letters, Claims, and complaints of laborers. These issues are systematically 
analyzed and generalized by the bureaus of the Kishinev, Bendery, and Bel'tsy city 
party committees, and the Dubossarskiy, Kaushanskiy, Ungenskiy, Nisporenskiy, 
Kalarashekiy, Suvorovekiy, and Vulkaneshtskiy rayon party committees. Audits con- 
ducted by the Moldavian Communist Party Auditing Commission showed that incoming 
letters, complaints, and claims of the laborers are strictly accounted for by the 
staff of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee and by the city and rayon 
party committees, that they are making sure that they are examined promptly and 
attentively, and that set days and times have been organized for reception of 
citizens. Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee divisions reqularily analyze 
the nature of personal appeals, they generalize the issues posed, and ones that are 
most characteristic and socially most significant are submitted to the Bureau and 
Secretariat of the Moidavian Communist Party Central Committee for examination. 





it should be noted that a significant part of the letters written in the republic 
are still being addressed to the CPSU Central Committee and to other union organs 
and the editorial boards of central newspapers and journals. Many such appeals 
are Originating in Kishinev, Bel'tsy, Tiraspol’, and in Yedinetskiy, Sorokskiy, 
Brichanskiy, Dubossarskiy, Dondyushanskiy, Grigoriopol’skiy, Orgeyevskiy, 

and Rezinskiy rayons. Many letters from the laborers are permeated by 4 sense of 
deep gratefulness for and approval of the domestic and foreign policy of the CPSU. 
Their authors state their approval of party decisions, they suggest advice on what 
they feel should be done to execute these decisions, and they state their wishes, 
remarks, and proposals on improving the activities of state administration and the 
work of industrial enterprises, kolkhoges, sovkhozes, trading enterprises, and 
communal, personal, and cultural services. At the same time some of the letters 
bring up cases of mismanagement, of an inability to manage administrative activities, 
and they express an intolerance of shortcomings and abuses. 


As a rule the party committees take proper steps in response to signals from the 
laborers, and they strictly punish wrongdoers. Inspections showed, however, that 
certain party committees, ministries, and state committees and departments tolerate 
formaliem when examining complaints, letters, and claims from laborers, they are 
slow in responding to signals, they do not Geeply analyze and generalize issues 
raised by laborers in their statements, and they do not promptiy correct the causes 
of these problems. Wot all organization and institution executives follow Lenin's 
requirement of maintaining an attentive and tactful attitude toward people seeking 
interviews. Interviews with citizens are not always capitalized upon for deep and 
comprehensive study and analysis of the public opinion and the needs and demands 
of the laborers. 
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if work with letters and complaints of laborers is to be improved, the republic's 
party organisations and the Moldavian Communist Party Auditing Commission must heed 
Comrade L. I. Breehnev's order that “We must continue our decisive, uncompromising 
Stfuggie against violations of the law, suppression of criticiem, red tape, formaliam, 
and bureavcratiom, and make Wiis struggle even more active.” 


The party has never concealed the difficulties, shortcomings, and mistakes we have 
encountered on our path. In particular they were the topic of discussion during 
the debate on the draft Basic Directions in the collectives and in party election 
meetings and party conferences, and they were singled out in the accountability 
report of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee to the present congress. 
Concurrently, growth reserves are revealed and suggestions on how to utilize them 
better are made, 


impiementation of the proposals submitted by communists and laborere in different 
spheres of the national economy, and an efficient response to critical remarke will 
promote successful attainment of the lith Five-Year Plan's targets.

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CONGRESS DELEGATE STATISTICS REVEAL HIGH DIVERSITY

(Text) Comrade delegates! 


The Moldavian Communist Party 15th Congress is an important event in the socio- 
political life of our republic. It is proceeding in an atmosphere of high labor 
and political enthusiasm of communists and all laborers of the republic preparing 
for an honorable welcome for the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The accountability report of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee to the 
congress, which was given by Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee First 
Secretary Comrade S. K. Grossu, thoroughly illuminated the organizational and 
political efforts of the republic's party organization to implement the decisions 
of the 25th CPSU Congress and the Moldavian Communist Party 14th Congress. Re- 
thinking each of the most important events of the period of accountability, we find 
ourselves, again and again, sincerely grateful to the Leninist Central Committee of 
Our party, ite Plitburo, and personally CPSU Central Committee General Secretary 
Comrade L. i.

fighting detachments of the CPSU. 


The Moldavian Comssunist Party 15th Congress was preceded by election meetings and 
conferences at ali levels of the republic party organization. They demonstrated 
that communists and ail laborers of the republic avidly approve the CPSU's domestic 
and foreign policy, and its titanic activities directed at developing our fatherland 
further, activities permeated by untiring concern for the welfare of the Soviet 
individual. They summarized the results of the work done by the party organizations 
in every labor collective, city, and rayon, they generalized the accumulated ex- 
perience, and they spelled out the tasks implied by decisions of the June and 
October (1980) plenums of the CPSU Central Committee. 
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The Moldavian Communist Party began its congress organisationally stronger, and 
Closely unified around the Leninist CPSU Central Committee, and its Politbure, headed 
by a true Leninist, and a zealous champion of peace, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. 


Comrades: The credentials commission reports that delegates to the Moldavian Commu- 
nist Party l5th Congress were elected at city and rayon party conferences in an 
atmosphere of unanimity. Communists chose delegates to the congress from among those 
who earned the trust of their party comrades through their fruitful labor, gained 
the respect of the broad laboring masses, and made the most substantial contribution 
to reaching the targets of the 10th Five-Year Plan. The elections were held every~ 
where in strict compliance with the CPSU Charter and the representation norm set by 
the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee: one delegate for every 140 party 
members. 


Having examined the credentials of all delegates, the credentials commission deemed 
them valid. Wo complaints of violations of the CPSU Central Committee instructions 
on electing party crgan executives were received by the credentials commission and 
the party organs. A total of 1,145 delegates were elected to the Moldavian Communist 
Party 15th Congress, and 1,143 delegates are in attendance at the congress. Sixty- 
nine percent of the delegates were elected to the congress for the first time. 


The largest delegations were from the republic's capital Kishinev--302 delegates, 
Tiraspol'--65, Bel'tsy--53, and Bendery~--47; the party organization of Orgeyevekiy 
Rayon sent 33 delegates to the congress, Rybnitekiy Rayon sent 27, Slobodzeyskiy 
sent 26, and Sorokskiy, Ungenskiy, and Dubossarskiy sent 23 delegates each. 


Comrades: There are now 163,902 communists in the ranks of the Moldavian Communist 
Party. Processes associated with the republic's socioeconomic development were 
reflected in the social structure of the republic's party organization. They also 
reflected themselves in the composition of the congress delegates, who include 353 
representatives of the heroic working class and 257 representatives of the glorious 
kolkhoz peasantry. Most delegates--717, or 63 percent--are laborers involved 
directly in material production. Three hundred forty-nine delegates work in 
industry, in capital construction, and in transportation--in sectors playing the 
Gevisive role in the national economy's technical progress. 


The delegates include 368 agricultural workers. Of these, 249 or 68 percent are 
workers from interfarm, agroindustrial, and scientific production associations, 
which says something about the role these formations have in the development of 
the Moldavian SSR's agroindustrial and food-producing complex. The congressional 
delegates also include 85 mechanics representing the 110,000-strong detachment of 
rural laborers, active continuers of scientific-technical progress, and initiators 
of the introduction of industrial technology into the agrarian sector of the 
republic's economy. The congress is broadiy represented by livestock breeders, 
grape growers and gardeners, truck farmers and tobacco growers, and workers of 
other sectors of Moldavian agriculture. 


The congression delegates labored selflessly during the 10th Five-Year Plan, and 
they marched in the front ranks of the champions of implementing the designs of 
the 25th CPSU Congress and reaching their targets ahead of schedule. Three hundred 
fifty-eight delegates finished their five year plans in 3-4 years, four completed

higher, and 4 secondary education, Ampng those elected to the congress, there are 
eight academicians and corresponding members of the USSR and Moldavian 88% academics 
of sciences, and 46 doctors and candidates of sciences, 


Comrades! The growing soa@ie of Communist development persistentiy demands that 

we raise the lev | of party leadership provided to development of the economy and 
culture and to the education of the people, and that we improve organisational and 
political work in the masses. Successful completion of these tasks will depend in 
many ways on the party, soviet, and administrative personnel.

Representatives of the army communists Rave been elected as delegates to our 
congress, The Soviet peopie are rightfully proud of Geir armed forces. tn an 
international Situation of qrowing complemity, they are alertiy quarding the peace- 
ful labor of the Soviet people, the cowmtries of the socialist fraternity, and 
whiversal peace, Preparing for an honorable welcome for the 26th CPSU Congress, 
the faithful sone of the Soviet people are proving themselves to be models of 
Combat and political training, and by their military labor they are raising the 
fighting power of the USSR Armed Forces, They hold sacred the traditions of senior 
generations that have defended our fatherland against foreign intervention.

Thirty-three of them have earned the title Hero 
of Socialist Labor. Twenty-sin delegates are recipients of state prizes of the USSR 
and the “Mpidavian 85%.

The work of the Moldavian Communist Party 15th Congress is going on under the 
direct infivence of the historic decisions of the June and October (1980) plenuns 
of the CPSU Central Committee and speeches given at them by our party's Central 
Committee General Secretary Comrade L. I. Breghnev, who wisely and profoundly de- 
fined, in Leninist style, the tasks of the party in the present stage of communist 
deve iopment. 


Concentrating his attention on the main developmental probiems today, Leonid Ii ich 
emphasized that “In the 1980's, the switching of the economy to the rails of in- 
tensive development must be completed, and the productivity and quality of labor 
must be raised dramatically. Raising the level of administration and nurturing 
efficiency, responsibility, and initiative in the personnel are still invariabie 
prerequisites of success in production.”

The quantity of fixed capital 
grew by 1.4 times. Fuel extraction, electric power output, and metal production 
increased. Consumer goods production climbed by 21 percent. 


The material-technical base of agriculture grew stronger, with more than 27 percent 
of the total volume of capital investments into the national economy being 4i located 
to the development of ail areas of this sector. The sector has been supplied with 
hundreds of thousands of tractors, combines, and trucks, and about 400 million tons 
of mineral fertilizers. The power-to-worker ratio increased by 1.4 times. Pro- 
duction of meat, milk, cotton, and other products increased, and for the first 

time, the mean annual gross grain harvest exceeded 200 million tons in the five- 
year pian. 


A new major step has been made in solving social problems. in the five-year pian, 
the per-capita real income in the country increased by 17 percent, average 
wages of laborers and white collar workers increased by more than 15 percent, and 
the pay of kolkhoe farmers climbed by 26 percent. Payments and allowances covered 
by social consumption funds grew. The wages of certain categories of workers were 
increased in a number of sectors, and the task of increasing the pay rates and 
salaries of workers in the nonproductive sectors has been finished. The material 
and personal conditions of Great Patriotic War veterans and the pension support 
given to kolkhog farmers have been improved. As 4 result of extensive housing 
construction, residences with a total area of 530 million square meters have been 
built. The living conditions of more than 50 million persons were improved. Signi- 
ficant successes were attained in ali spheres of the country’s social and cultural 
Geve lopment. 


in general, the CPSU Central Committee draft notes, the 10th Five-Year Plan will 
assum a worthy place in the history of the heroic deeds of the Soviet people. 


Comrades! The economy of our republic also developed in wiity with the country’s 
national economy, in line with the course plotted by the 25th CPSU Congress and 
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the Moldavian Communist Party 14th Congress. A high rate of development, growth 
in the effectiveness of social production, and improvement of work quality in all 
areas of the national economy were achieved, and a further increase in the material 
and cultural level of the people was insured. 


in compliance with the requirements of the party's 25th Congress, the republic im- 
plemented a number of measures to improve planning, to reorganize administration 

of industry and construction, to strengthen centralised leadership of the national 
economy, and to expand the rights and independence of enterprises and organizations. 
The role of the labor collectives in solving socioeconomic problems has risen. 
Scientifically grounded schemes for managing industrial sectors have been developed. 
Fourteen ministries and departments are now managing industry with a bilevel system, 
and seven are operating in accordance with the General Statute on the All-Union and 
Republic Industrial Association. 


Large production and scientific production associations have been created; about 
42 percent of total industrial production volume is now credited to these associa- 
tions. Experience has shown that this qualitatively new form of management opens 
wp broad perspectives for fuller utilization of the advantages of a socialist 


economy . 





The five-year plan for industrial product sales volume in the republic was completed 
ahead of schedule. The product sales plan was surpassed by more than 416 million 
rubles. National income increased by 1.) times, industrial production grew by 32 
percent, and the average annual gross production volume of agriculture climbed by 

13 percent. Labor productivity in industry and agriculture increased. 


Sectors responsibie for scientific-technical progress in the national economy developed 
at the highest rate. As an example, machine building and metalworking production 
increased by 1.7 times. Changes in the intrasector structure of industry occurred 
in this connection--the proportion of machine building and metalworking within the 
total gross production volume increased. The republic's power production base was 
strengthened significantly. The actual output of its power system climbed by 1.3 
tames and achieved 2.9 million kilowatts, while in comparison with 1975, electric 
power production increased by 14 percent. 


Sectors providing consumer goods--food, light, furniture and woodworking, and local 
industry~-raised their output considerably. A large quantity of animal oil, cheese, 
confectionery articles, and other foods was produced in excess of the five-year 
plan's targets. in comparison with 1975, bread and bakery production grew by 26 
percent, and the quantity of whole-milk products made from state dairy reserves 
increased by 33 percent. Production of silk and cotton fabrics, knitted fabrics, 
footwear, carpets, and carpet articles expanded significantly. Enterprises of the 
Ministry of Furniture and Woodworking Industry reached the five-year plan's targets 
ahead of schedule in relation to all technical-economic indicators, surpassing the 
consumer qoods production plan by 12 million rubles. 


During the 10th Five-Year Plan, the rate of scientific-technical progress in the 
republic's national economy increased, the scale of introduction of new technology 
grew, and the technical level of production was raised. The proportion of products 
bearing the State Seal of Quality in relation to total production volume increased 
from 3.2 percent in 1975 to 13.8 percent in 1960. 
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Much work was done to implement the party's agrarian pelicy, the basics of which 

were developed by the Mareh (1965) CPBU Central Committee Plenum, In the years of 
the past five-year pian, capital investments totaling 1,642,000 rubles were allocated 
© the republic's agriculture (in the entire program). The sector's material~- 
techfhical base was strengthened significantiy, the machine and tractor pool was 
renovated to a great extent, and its qualitative composition was improved. Power 

per worker inereased in the kolkhoges and sovkhoses by more than 1.6 times. 





In the last decade, and especially following publication of the CPBU Central Committee 
decree “On Further Development of Specialization and Concentration of Agricultural 
Production on the Basis of Interfarm Cooperation and Agroindustrial Integration", 

the organigational structure and management of agriculture were improved significantly 
in the republic. A kolkhoz Council was created, and the following sector union 
republic agroindustrial associations were organized: “Moldplodovoshchprom”, which 
has now been reorganized as the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Farming , 
“Moldvinprom”, “Moldtabakprom”, and “Moldefirmasioprom”, ali with local territorial 
subdivisions. 


Thus a regional agroindustrial food producing complex--the core of the republic's 
economy--evolved on the basis of fundamentally new production, economic, and 
Organizational structures. 





Major steps were taken to specialize and concentrate production on the Imsis of 
interfarm cooperation and agroindustrial integration, and synthesis of science and 
production; this made it possible to utilize equipment, irrigated land, and mineral 
fertilizers more sensibly and effectively, and to introduce industrial production 
processes into farming and animal husbandry. 


All of this made it possible to increase, in comparison with the Ninth Five-Year 
Plan, state sales of grain by 618,000 tons, sugar beets, grapes, and vegetables 
by 2.7 million tons, farm animals and poultry by more than 304,000 tons, and milk 
by 925,000 tons. The sale of eggs and wool increased as weil. 


Noticeable changes occurred in development of transportation and communications. 

in 5 years, these sectors received % million rubles more capital investments than 
in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. More equipment was installed in motor transport 
enterprises and at river moorings, the total length of paved motor roads was in- 
creased, and a number of train terminals, radio and television broadcasting networks, 
and intercity communication lines were expanded. Freight carried by motor, river, 
rail, and air transportation increased by 25 percent, and the production volume of 
communications increased by 1.4 times. 


An extensive construction program was completed. Capital investments totaling 

7.4 billion rubles were allocated to the republic's national economy--270 million 
rubles more than required by the five-year plan. Fixed productive capital was 
significantly expanded and renovated. Thirty-six large enterprises were placed 

into operation, including the Kosteshty-Stynka hydraulic engineering complex, food 
processing equipment plants in Kishinev, a sugar processing plant in Glodyany, 4 
tobacco-fermentation plant in Faleshty, a canning plant in Orgeyev, 4 meat processing 
plant in Dondyushany, the first generation of a carpet combine in Ungeny, and other 
facilities. 
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New animal husbandry comlenes were erected, the output capacity of poultry 
factories was increased, about 77,000 hectares of irrigated land were put to use, 
and mechanized warehouses for mineral fertilizers were built. New fruit storage 
facilities and agricultural equipment repair enterprises were created, and exieting 


ones were expanded. 


Major social measures were imple ented in the 10th Five-Year Plan, and the welfare 
Of the people was increased, The real per-capita income in the republic grew, 
and payments and allowances covered by social consumption funds climbed by more 
than a third. 


A major program of housing construction was completed. Housing space totaling 
7.3 million square meters was built and put into operation. About 600,000 persons 
moved into new apartments and improved their housing conditions. The level of 
industrialization of housing construction increased, and the proportion of large- 
panel house building came to about 50 percent. Erection of high-rise residential 
buildings made with monolithic reinforced concrete expanded in the republic's 
capital. Much urban construction work was done, and the architectural countenance 
of our cities was improved. 


Significant changes occurred in municipal management. The urban electric trans- 
portation network was expanded, and steps were taken to improve the supply of water, 
gas, and thermal and electric power to the population. 


The services enjoyed further development. Retail commodity turnover grew by almost 
a third in the state and cooperative trade system. The volume of personal services 
to the public increased by more than a time and a half, and more than 4 hundred 
personal services facilities were placed into operation. 


Advances were made in education, culture, public health, physical culture, and 
sports. The republic was given more schools of general education and preschool 
institutions with a total capacity of 150,000 students. The number of students 
attending extended sessions increased by 1.6 times. The vocational-technical 
schools trained 154,000 skilled workers, while higher and secondary special educa- 
tional institutions trained about 115,000 specialists. The network of public 
libraries, clubs, movie houses, theaters, and concert halls was broadened. Much was 
Gone to develop public health. 


Important work was done to protect the environment and to achieve sensible use of 
natural resources. About 133 million rubles of capital investments were allocated 
to nature conservation measures in the 10th Five-Year Plan. The output capacity 
of water treatment plants was increseed, thus making it possible to improve the 
State of water sources. Erosior ~ ) operations were conducted, and more than 
5,000 hectares of land were recu. a’ wu 


The local soviets of peoples deputies piayed an important role in insuring inte- 
grated economic and social development on their territories, in improvement of 
social production, in reinforcement of production and labor discipline, and in im- 
provement of the use of material, raw material, and labor resources. Under the 
guidance of the republic party organization, they are now making better use of the 
broad powers offered to them by the constitution, they are actively participating 
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in the solution Of economic and social problems, and they have intensified their 
efforts at organising fulfillment of the mandates of the voters. 


However, the achievements enjoyed in the republic's economic and social development 
could have been greater, had all of the production reserves been utilised more 
fully, and had the shortcomings revealed in the accountability report of the 
Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee been corrected more quickly. 


On the whole, though, the resulte of the 10th Five-Year Plan indicate that the 
economic and scientific-technical potential of the republic has grown significantly, 
and that today, at the beginning of the 1980's, this potential offers a stable 
foundation from which to tackle the even larger tasks of economic and social develop- 
ment of the Moldavian SSR in the Lith Five-Year Plan and beyond. We have all grounds 
for saying that the i0th Five-Year Plan will assume a worthy place in the history 

of the remarkable achievements of the Moldavian people, who are marching on the road 
to communism in the indivisible, brotherly family of Soviet peoples. 





Basic Directions of Economic and Social Development in 1961-19865 and in the Period 
to 1990 


Comrades! The forthcoming decade is a new major stage in creation of the material- 
technical base of communism, development of social relations, and formation of the 
new man. In the 1960's, notes the CPSU Central Committee draft, the Communist 
Party will continue its economic strategy, the highest goal of which is to raise 
the material and cultural standard of living of the people and create the best 
conditions for comprehensive development of the individual on the basis of raising 
the effectiveness of all social production, increasing labor productivity, and in- 
tensifying the social activity and labor of the Soviet people. 


The lith Five-Year Plan will become an important period in our work on these ob- 
jectives. Its main objective will be to insure further growth of the welfare of 
Soviet people on the basis of persistent forward development of the national economy, 
acceleration of scientific-technical progress, redirection of the economy to an in- 
tensive path of development, more-sensible utilization of the country's production 
potential, the greatest possible economization of all resources, and improvement of 
work quality. 


Progressive growth of the country's economy will make it possible to increase the 
amount of the national income utilized in consumption and accumulation by 18-20 per- 
cent. The production growth rate experienced by industrial sectors in group “B" 
will be larger than the production growth rate of sectors in group "A". 


The draft foresees more-sensible and balanced use of labor, material, and financial 
resources as an important prerequisite for raising the effectiveness of social 
production. Economic growth will be based on a rise in labor productivity, which 
will be 17-20 percent in the five-year plan, and which will contribute to not 

less than 85-90 percent of the growth in national income. 


The economy of the Moldavian SSR will develop in full correspondence with the CPSU 
Central Committee draft and with a consideration for the republic's specialization 


in relation to alli-union division of labor. This will mean: 
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Significantly increasing the production of consumer goods, expanding their assort- 
ment, and improving their quality, 


@ high rate of development of machine building, and mainly in the electrotechnical, 
instrument making, and electronic sectors responsible for scientific-technical 
progress, and significantly expanding agricultural machine building; 


concentrating manpower and resources on solving basic economic problems, achieving 
@ Letter balance in the development of the national economy by writing and imple- 
menting specific-purpose integrated programs to solve the most important socio- 
economic problems, and mainly food; 


raising the effectiveness of production on the basis of growth in labor productivity, 
sensible use of manpower, introduction of full mechanization and automation, and 
of new progressive production processes, and improveme t of management. 


Scientific research is continuing on a large scale. There are plans for developing 
the fundamental scientific-technical principles and a complex of measures for 
protecting and improving the use of water resources, and the fundamental principles 
of sensibly utilizing, reproducing, and protecting Moldavia's plant and animal 
world. Agriculture, which will undergo specialization and concentration, is to be 
organized into an adaptive system. New semiconductor materials will be introduced, 
as will new production processes and technical resources associated with restoration 
or machine parts, storage and transportation of farming products, and other opera- 
tions. 


An important place is being given to raising the quality of products and to ex- 
panding and renewing their assortment. During the five-year plan, production of top 
quality category products in the republic will climb by 1.7-1.8 times. This will 
require broad utilization of economic levers and stimuli, as spelled out in the 
CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers decree “On Improving Planning 
and Strengthening the Influence of the Economic Mechanism on Increasing Production 
Efficiency and Work Quality”. 


We must also improve the distribution of productive forces so that we might raise 
the effectiveness of social production on the basis of deep division of labor and 
proportionate development of different rayons. Further development of the agro- 
industrial food-producing complex with a consideration for the natural and economic 
zones of the republic will be the foundation for this. 


Improvements will be made in the management of industry, construction, trade, and 
personal services. Industrial and agricultural production will be specialized and 
concentrated further. This will be done by creating and developing production, 
scientific production, agroindustrial, and other associations. Formation of pro- 
duction associations as the principal khozraschet unit of industry will be finished. 


The republic's national income will increase by 29-31 percent in the lith Five-Year 
Plan in response to stable and dynamic development of the national economy, acceler- 
ation of scientific-technical progress, and intensive development of the economy. 
Growth of gross social production and national income will create the necessary con- 
ditions for raising the material welfare and cultural standard of living of the 
laborers.

(Text) Comrade delegates! The past five-year plan was important to Kishinev 
CofMunists because ite mighty catch-words--effectiveness and quality=-were first 
proclaimed here if this auditorium by Leonid fil'ich Brezhnev. We, the contemporaries 
and participants of these events, hold the party's appeal to arms especially precious. 
We feel special pride in our participation in the work on the party's great tasks. 

An atmosphere of high political enthusiasm reigns in all of the city's labor 
collectives today, and an interest is being shown in effectively discussing the 

Graft report of the CPSU Central Committee to the party's 26th congress. 


The accountability report of the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee fuliy 
Geseribes the multifaceted work being done by the Central Committee in all areas 

of economic and cultural development, and it defines the most important targets of 
the new five-year pian. We have ail the right to say that its activity has become 
mre purposeful and effective, and that it is aimed at finding better solutions to 
compiex problems. in behalf of the delegates of the Kishinev party organization, 

i propose that we approve the practical activities of the Moldavian Communist Party 
Central Committee in the period of accountability. 


The past five-year pian became a time of improvement of party leadership over economic 
and cultural development to the city party organization. Kishinev’s national economy 
developed dynamically, in accordance with the plans. industry, transportation, and 
the services completed their five-year plan ahead of schedule. Production volume 
increases by almost a time and a half, and labor productivity grew by 29 percent. 
These figures exceed the control targets of the five-year pian. The product saies 
plan was exceeded by 427 million rubles, sore than half of which represents consumer 
goods. A fifth of all articles have earned the State Seal of Quality. industry's 
productive capital climbed by a time and a haif, 12 new plants and factories were 
built, and one out of every four enterprises was rebuilt. 


An extensive social program was completed. Doszens of schools, children’s preschool 
institutions, hospitals, polyciinics, and other culturai and social institutions 
were put into operation. The residents of Kishinev received more than 1.4 million 
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equare Meters Of housing Space. Ali of this was the result ef the persistent work 
@one by party, trade union, and Komsomei organisations and by soviet and business 
organs, and of the selfless labor of workers, scientists, engineers, and technicians, 


As we know, the Measures of improving the economic mechanism foresee development of 
the economy on the basis of intensive factors; in turn, this development is to be 
achieved through fuller utiligation of the available output capacities of the 
enisting enterprises, through improvement of working conditions and the life of the 
workers, and through higher production emeellence, Unfortunately these requirements 
are not being compiied with everywhere. The food concentrate plants, the Moldkommun- 
Kho leather production combine, the "Meshter-Faur” enterprise, the canning combine, 
and others represent the industry of yesterday. Reconstruction of these enter- 
prises and improvement of the production operations in accordance with the higher 
requirements of Scientific=technical progress is an important task for the next 

few years, and the conerete assistance of the corresponding ministries is needed here. 


The draft Basic Directions posed the task of developing intersector production coop- 
erat.son more extensively, without wjustified redundancy and parallelism in the 
creation of objects of the production infrastructure by various departments. This 
requirement is extremely important to Kishinev's economy. This is not the first 
year that industrial executives and specialists, economists, and scientists have been 
Submitting valuable proposals to create intersector enterprises in Moldavia in order 
to centralize manufacture of small-scale mechanization resources, tools, furniture, 
plastic parts, and other products. 


However, thie problem is still with us, and as before, the bureaucratic barriers 

in the way of concentration, specialization, and cooperation are creating sizeable 
expenses. Thus reduction and, for practical purposes, shut-down of the production 
of industrial rubber articles at the “Iskogh” Combine in the last few years resulted 
in the fact that 15 of the city's machine building enterprises were forced to create 
their own, technically primitive and economically unprofitable sections to manufac- 
ture these products through their own resources, or to place orders for their manu- 
facture outside the republic. This reduces the effectiveness with which material, 
technical, financial, and human resources are used, and it leads to unjustifiably 
high losses. The republic's Gosplan must examine and resolve these issues. 


If the city’s economy is to become gore effective, we will have to sensibly develop 
itSproductive forces. Owing to the constant support of the Moldavian Communist 
Party Central Committee and the republic government, a large, modern industry is 
growing in Kishinev, new plants and factories are being built, and the working class 
is growing stronger. However, there is also another process going on. There are 
mow dozens of organizations located in the city and do the bulk of their work in 
other cities and rayons of the republic, and even beyond. Only the administrations, 
warehouses, and so-called temporary basis of these organizations are located in 
Kishinev. Ampng them are various construction, installation, troubleshooting, and 
transportation sections, motor vehicle columns, administrations, and other subdivi- 
sions. Moreover such organizations do not as a rule participate in construction of 
housing and of social, cultural, and personal services facilities. Their collectives 
are outside all party infivence. We ask the republic's Council of Ministers to 
emamine this issue and clearly determine their status where they do the bulk of their 
work. 
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Capital construction occupies 4 Special piace in the complex of tasks of the Lith 
FiverYear Plan, Kishinev is aequiring the countenance of a large, well-serviced 
city, The rate Of buildup of ite central and outiying areas is growing with every 
year, the principal traffic routes are developing, and industrial construction is 
proceeding. Sut as before, shortoomings and bottlenecks still exist in this sector, 
Construction of many facilities is preceeding too slowly, and the deadlines for 
placing them into operation are not being met, Obsolete procedures are being intro= 
duced in an effort to improve construction, and production discipline is less than 
what it should be, 





The city party committee believes its main task to be instilling a high sense of 
responsibility and a creative working style in the personnel, This is precisely 
where we see real possibilities for improving the situation in capital construction. 
But there are other important probleme that require immediate solution as weil. 

A number of steps ave been taken in recent years to decisively halt dispersal of 
assets, to reduce the volume of unfinished production, and to raise construction 
quaiity. However, we are clearly dragging our heels in this area. I believe that 
the time has come to substantially improve the unified client service system in 
housing and urban construction by introducing continuous planning, and to make sure 
that the construction sites are supplied in accordance with their needs, as defined 
by the plans and estimates. 


As was noted at the October (1960) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, the solution 
of social problems is associated with improvement of public services. Commodity 
turnover increased in the city during the five-year plan by more than 40 percent, 

the demand for various goods and services is being satisfied more fully, the materia! 
base of the services is growing stronger, and the supply of vegetables and fruits 

to the public has been improved. But there are still problems that require immediate 
SOlution. Special attention was turned to this in the Central Committee's account- 
ability report. I feel that we must also expand the potato and vegetable growing 
areas at the specialized farms, broaden the assortment of vegetables, reexamine the 
juestion of creating ties of sponsorship between the city and countryside on 4 re- 
public scale, and maxe these ties long-lasting and multifaceted. 


Comrades! We understand quite clearly that the complex tasks of the lith Five-Year 
Plan impose high requirements on further improvement of ideologicsil and politicai 
indoctrination. As before, we believe a central role should be piaayed by dissemina-~- 
tion of Marxist-Leninist theory, formation of a class approach to evaluating real 
phenomena in the laborers, instilling a heightened sense of responsibility for com- 
pletion of the party's economic and social program, and insuring the unity of organi- 
zational, business, and ideological work. 


At the same time, when we measure that which we have done with the hich requirements 
stated in the CPSU Central Committee decree “On Further Improvement of Ideological 
and Political Indoctrination", we clearly see areas that need more work. We must 
organize an integrated approach to indoctrination. Unfortunately, I am compelled to 
state that neither the gorkom nor the raykoms have penetrated into the depths of this 
problem. We must think about the possibility that in our attempt to implement so 
many measures, we are perhaps causing their devaluation. As 4a rule, we spend much 
time and effort to prepare these measures, and sometimes their payoff is insignifi- 
cant. We must obviously shift our attention from quantitative to qualitative factors, 
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with @ Consideration for Wie uhique features Of tie SO0ial Groups represented in the 
population, and the idedlogical Situation, and we must strive for conerete results,

Measuring up Wie achieved results with the available possibilities, we 
Gan Still see many shorteomings if a1) direetions ef our work, Prom my point of 
View these shorleomings afise Mainiy due te Viciations in the propertions and 
balance of the production, organisational, economic, and social factors of growth, 
Unfortunately, Were are many examples of such Vielations, Here is one of then, 
Yae fayon has 4 Father Siteable quantity of tomate picking combines, but the 
Capacity of the initial tomate processing lines cannot be increased due to limited 
water availability and absence of water treatment plants, a6 4 result of whieh 
these highiy productive machine white are not being utilised to their full capacity, 
Their use is iso being hindered by the absence of 4 permanent GOST (Ali-Union 
State Standard). The provisional GST is still provisional, and it was written in 
such 4 way that it is @uch More advantageous for a farm to pick tomatoes by hand, 
patadonical though thie might be. This is hardly the way te encourage scientifie= 
tecimiceal progress! After aii, it is due te such inconsistencies that mass use of 
the combines is hindered; mmreover we can no longer do without then. 


Because the effort to solve ail these problems is not integrated, the real possi- 
bilities for planned production growth cannot be realized due to the absence of some 
particular link within the whole production chain. Hence we witness excessive labor 
Outiays, 4 decrease in the capital-output ratio, and crash campaigns to meet the 
plan's targets, together with all of the resulting consequences, and the moral and 
Material losses. Peasant labor is not easy, and ite results still depend to 4 signi- 
ficant degree on weather. Therefore we should not make it any more difficult by 
Making Mistakes in planning and in material-technical support. The time has come 

to abolish the present practice of submitting plans to the farms by mail; instead, 
they should be written with the participation of the executors=--with participation 
Of those who are in 4 position te defend them and to assess the challenge they offer 
and the avaiiabiiit, of resources to Support the targets. Then we would no longer need 
to get together at the end of the year and worry about how to complete the annual 
pian. it is much better to think about a1] of this at the beginning of the year. 


The plans of economic growth must be tied in better with the plans of social develop- 
ment. Unless we make 4a decisive turn toward satisfaction of the cultural and 
personal needs of the young people, we will only intensify their migration to the 
City. Young people want the countryside to have cultural centers, good roads and 
Sidewalks, and dependabie power and water supply. ural communal farms, which are 
receiving nO guidance from either the rayon or the republic, need concrete assistance, 


in the interests of the whole fational economy, we should improve the supply of 
various materiais to agricultural enterprises, beginning with electrodes and ending 
with @etais. At present, such Materials must be acquired through creative scrounging. 
it is time that we incorporate the needs of the kolkhoges and sovkhoges in the plans. 
And here is one more problem. We must Getermine the quantity and quality of their 
products more correctly. 


i gust say that the Central Committee and the Central Committee Bureau are working 
quite effectively on the fundamental problems associated with agricultural develop- 
ment. But we do not sense the same attitude toward this effort on the part of 

some ministries and departments within the agroindustrial complex. Rather than 
demanding greater efficiency and effectiveness in their work, certain Central 
Committee subdivisions often assume their functions. 


Comrades! We afe unanimous ifn our aseesement of the CPSl Central Committee's draft, 
of thie important do wrent vhich our party ie taking to the congress. It demonet rates 
once again our noble desires and our ideale to all the world.

(Text) Comrade delegates! As part of the country’s wited national economic team, 
Soviet Mpidavia has achieved significant successes in development of economy, science, 
and culture, and in improvement of the people's standard of living.

making it possible to reveal new reserves and optimize the plans; moreover, such 
efforts are making it possible for the public to sense its participation in the 
development of these plans, and to raise the responsibility of the collectives and 

of every laborer for their completion. This is an embodiment of the constitutional 
right of the laborers to participate in management of social production. 





Under the leadership of the republic's party organigation, the trade unions did much 
t© encourage broad development of the socialist competition for early attainment of 
the targets of Wie l0th Five-Year Plan. They were attained successfully in the re 
Public by 74,000 laborers and kolkhos farmers, by 4,000 teams, shops, sections, and 
shifts, and by 210 associations, enterprises, kolkhoges, and sovkhoges, 


While we are pleased with the achievements of the past five-year plan, we recognise 
that there are stiil many shortcomings and gaps in the work of the trade wien organi- 
dations aimed at fulfilling the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress and the 14th 
Moldavian Communist Party Congress. As was noted in the accountability report of the 
Midavian Communist Party Central Committee, during the 10th Pive-Year Plan 4 certain 
gap formed in the republic between the achieved indicators and the planning figures. 
The reason for this lies mainiy in low enecutive, state, and planning discipline, 
and in the lack of responsibility displayed by certain business executives toward 
their work. There are still many enterprises and farms that fail to complete their 
production, product sales, and labor productivity growth plans each year. This is a4 
Manifestation of the ineffective, aimless work of sector trade wiions and factory 
and plant committees. 


As we know, in 1980 the republic successfully completed its plan of state sales of 
@rain, vegetables, miik, and a number of other agricultural products. At the same 
time, however, many farms failed to reach their targets and satisfy their pledges 
associated with the production and sales of such products. Were lie our unutilized 
reserves, and our possibilities for production growth. We must orient the labor 
Collectives and the business, party, and trade union organizations at maximum utili- 
Zation of these reserves. We must persistently strive for the broadest possibile 
Spread of the initiative "No laggards in the work!", and truly raise the effective- 
ness of the socialist competition. 


The scope of the socialist competition and its payoff are directiy dependent on the 
level of iabor standardization and wages. Trade wiion committees and business 
organs are working on this problem, but they do not always achieve the desired re- 
suits. 


According to the figures of a certain survey, agricultural machine operators fail 
to complete their output norms in one out of every three shifts. Even in grain 
harvesting 4 number of the farms reached an average of only 89 percent of the norms. 
Many farms do not systematically analyze the norms, and they fail to reveal and 
correct the causes of the failures. There are also many serious shortcomings in 
standardization and wages in other sectors of the repubiic's national economy. 


One of the important tasks of the trade wiions is to improve public heaith, the 
personal conditions, and the labor safety of the workers. Much was done in this 

area during the five-year pian. The health and personal conditions of more than 
50,000 laborers and white collar workers were brought into correspondence with the 
norms. Thirty-three thousand women were released from jobs offering harmful labor 
conditions. The frequency of injuries was reduced in the national economy as 4 whole. 
But at the same time 4 number of associations and enterprises of the ministries of 
@potor transportation, agriculture, and fruit and vegetable farming, and of the 
“Moldvinprom” association are not taking effective steps to improve industrial 

safety. 
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Some trade whieh Oorgahifations condone the fact that business executives are not 
ereating normal production, housing, and personal conditions for laborers and white 
COliar workers, and permitting vielations of the work=-rest sehedule, which has an 
effect on their health, 


in Certain production collectives the level of labor discipline is low, and we still 
find cases of lost working time due to truancy, machine idleness, and absence without 
leave, This can be explained in many ways by the fact that the party, soviet, ana 
trade whion organizations and the business enecutives are not working satisfactorily 
with people. We are still making little use of the power of public opinion, general 
meetings Of kolkhoe farmers and laborers, rural citizen's meetings, and team council 
meetings to strengthen disc line and organisation; not only the achievements and 
future taske but also the + || ienship people display toward labor and toward national 
merit could be discussed a' -)) meetings. This is precisely what is required of us 
by the decisions of the October (1980) CPBU Central Committee Plenum and by the CPSU 
Central Committee decree “On Purther improvement of Ideological and Political Indoc- 
trination”. 


Comrades! One major social issue is that of accelerating the rate of construction 
of social, cultural, and personal services facilities. Much is being done in this 
direction in the republic, but we are clearly having difficulties in meeting our 
target. in the period of accountability, we were wnable to assimilate 107 million 
rubles of state capital investments allocated for these purposes. As we know, the 
CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers provided great assistance 
to the republic in correcting the consequences of the earthquake, having allocated 
additional sums totaling more than 100 million rubles. Many residential buildings, 
schools, children's preschool institutions, hospitals, and other facilities were 
built with these assets. However, because of poor control and absence of adequate 
organization, the allocated capital investments were not fully assimilated in 
Kishinev, Bel'tsy, Kagul, Ungeny, and Vulkaneshtekiy, Leovskiy, and other rayons. 


The speaker noted further that in addition to contracting out for the construction 
of housing and other social, cultural, and personal services facilities, enterprises 
must make broader use of their own resources. The enterprises must pool their fi- 
nancial, material, and technical resources more boldly, as is the practice of the 
"“Mezon”, “Schetmash”, and “Signal” plants, the initiative of which was approved by 
the Moldavian Communist Party Central Committee. The trade union organizations must 
disseminate this experience more broadly, and intensify their influence on the rate 
and quality of capital construction. 


The republic's trade unions are doing much work to organize the rest of the laborers 
and their children, and to develop tourism, physical education, and sports. During 
the 10th Five-Year Plan, 102 million rubles were spent for these purposes. The net- 
work of sanatoriums, health resorts, and vacation and tourist bases is to be ex- 
panded in the new five-year plan. 


Comrade delegates! Criticism stated at this forum toward the republic's trade wiion 
organizations is valid. Proper conclusions will be made from it. let me assure the

(Speech by Comrade I. M. Salagub, Fitter Team Leader, “Moldavgidromash” Production 
Association) 


{Text} Comrade delegates! We, the pump builders, are pleased that we have made a 
major contribution to the high targets achieved by the Moldavian national economy. 

The country received } million rubles’ worth of products bearing the “Moldavgidro- 
mash” brand beyond the targets of the five-year plan. The party organization andthe 
management of the association were able to mobilize the collective to complete its 
tasks, and to make most of the workers avidly interested and personally responsible 
for the end results of their labor. The search for and introduction of new forms of 
labor organization and wages, and creation of teams working on the basis of the ex- 
perience of the Volga Motor Vehicle Plant and on the basis of the so-called Kaluga 
system also played 4 major role. 


Our team consists mostly of young people, and among them, I am the oldest. Aili of 
the lads have learned the entire complex of operations, and they are prepared to fill 
in for each other. We have developed good mutual relationships, and a business-like 
atmosphere. We intend to produce a time and a half more than 5 years ago without in- 
creasing our manpower, and we pledge to have no cases of waste. 


The great social changes that were discussed in the accountability report also 
affected our collective as well. The wages of the workers increased significantly. 
Two dormitories, a children's combine, and a sports complex were built, 4 club was 
reconstructed, and the Museum of Labor Glory was opened. The break rooms of most of 
the shops were reequipped. Housing conditions were improved for about 300 families. 


In addition we do need to carefully analyze our shortcomings and eliminate the 
sources of unproductive losses. The association's laborers submitted more than 700 
proposals promising 4 substantial impact in the course of their discussion of the 
proceedings of the October (1980) CPSU Central Committee Plenum, the statements 
made at the plenum by Leonid [il'‘ich Brezhnev, and the draft Basic Directions. The 
party organization and the enterprise administration are focusing the attention of 
the laborers upon implementation of these proposals. 


As is the case with a number of other enterprises in the city, we feel 4 shortage 
of personnel. And yet there are many able-bodied people in Kishinev who are not 
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empioyed anywhere, As far as those who seek the easy way out, things stand quite 
Clear--it is for the administrative organs to deal with them. But what about the 
young men and women who have been unable to find thempelves within the labor collect= 
ive? Ail of us are responsible for them=-the executives and the rank-and-file commu- 
fists, workers who are fot in the Communist Party, and teachers, Who other than us 
is responsible for properiy creating an atmosphere for the young worker which would 
make him reluctant to leave the collective? 


Nor can we ignore the fact that many go from one enterprise to another for more 
reasons other than just wages alone. The problem here is more complex: Some seek 
housing, Others need to situate their children in nursery schools, and still others 
want to study, Of to get involved in sports and amateur art. As an example, the 
production complex of the "Pishchemash” Plant has been erected, but housing, 4 nursery, 
@ vacation base, and a club have not been built for ite collective. What sort of 
laborers could such an enterprise possibly attract? And this is not the sole example. 
There are almost no tajor industrial facilities in the city that are being built in 
integrated fashion. i think that economization of assets foreseen for social pur- 
poses in the creation of new enterprises results, in the end, in tremendous losses, 
Since after construction is finished, such enterprises must make do for a long time 
with a chronic lack of personnel and with equipment working only part time, as was 
noted in the accountability report. Perhaps the responsibility for this, which Lies 
with the ministries and departments that are in a hurry to place just the production 
areas into operation, should be shared with republic and city organs. They are called 
upon to monitor full utilization of assets foreseen by the plans of housing construc- 
tion and social needs. 


There are acute problems not only in integrated construction of enterprises but also 
in creation of residential rayons. I have been living with my family in a fabulous 
apartment for 4 years, in the new microrayon Novyye Vudeshty. But unfortunately, 
construction of preschool institutions, stores, libraries, laundries, and personal 
services shops has not been started yet. 


As a team leader, I would aiso like to mention the fact that extensive introduction 

of new forms of labor organization also produces new problems. Even in our 48s80ci- 
ation, which is rich in good traditions, there are now teams which have the rubie 

as their main goal, and in which the problems of morale and indoctrination are dropped 
to the background. It is the duty of party organizations and all communists to make 
Sure that not a single team would be ieft without direct party influence, such that 
each of them would become a collective not only in form but also in spirit. <A power- 
ful and tested weapon, we are obliged to use collective labor in the llth Five-Year 
Plan with maximum effectiveness. (Applause). 











SCIENCE CONTRIBUTES TO MOLDAVIA'S DEVELOPMENT 
Kishinev SOVETSKAYA MOLDAVIYA in Russian 26 Jan 61 p 3 
(Speech by Moldavian SSR Academy of Sciences President Comrade A. A. Zhuchenko) 


(Text) Comrade delegates! In all stages of economic and cultural development in 
our country, the Communist Party and the Soviet government have devoted and continue 
to devote special attention to development of science and technology, and to succes- 
sively achieving organic unification of the achievements of the scientific-technical 
revolution and the advantages of socialism. The draft report of the CPSU Central 
Committee to the 26th CPSU Congress poses the task of raising the role of science 
in creation of the material-technical base of communism and solution of pressing 
social problems even higher. In accordance with decrees of the 25th CPSU Congress 
and the Moldavian Communist Party 14th Congress, the role and significance of party 
leadership over the entire course of scientific-technical progress increased signi- 
ficantly in our republic during the 10th Five-Year Plan. The material base of 
science grew stronger, its ties with production were made more intimate, and scienti- 
fic production associations enjoyed further development. 


Creation of a republic council to coordinate intersector scientific-technical 
problems promoted a transition to the specific-problem principle of planning scien- 
tific research and experimental design work, and it permitted us to unify the efforts 
of fundamental VUZ and sector science to solve the most important problems of re- 
public significance. 


The scientific potential of the Academy of Sciences increased significantly in the 
10th Pive-Year Plan. Just in this period alone, the amount of capital in the 
possession of the academy's institutes, including modern instruments and equipment, 
doubled. Creation, within the academy system, of a center for automation of scien- 
tific research and metrology, a design technology bureau of solid-state electronics, 
a new experimental plant, and other institutions made it possible to increase the 
work done in direct support of the national economy by a factor of four. Construc- 
tion of an academy biological center, the largest in the south of the country, 
having the main task of solving the most important problems of the agroindustrial 
food-producing complex, was started this year. 


Orientation of research on priority solution of regional problems and reinforcement 
of ties with the ministries and departments made it possible to significantly raise 
the effectiveness of the academy's scientific efforts. However, the need for 
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accelerating the rate of scientific=technical progress and making better use of pro- 
duction reserves, 46 was notedwith special emphasis in the Central Committee's account- 
ability report, frequites that we significantly raise the effectiveness of fundamental 
research, and reduce the time of its introduction into the national economy. 


In this connection selection of the main directions of further research is acquiring 
decisive significance; these directions must be selected in such a way as to insure 
intensive. balanced development of the republic's national economy, and to increase 
the cont ution made by such research to solution of general state problems. Among 
them ar © o8e associated with fundamental transformation of the republic's water 

ba Lanc« \cluding with trenefer of the waters of the Danube River and development 
of an ¢ © Cive agricultural production system that would make agriculture independent 
of the w.ime of weather. Being scientific problems of priority importance, they 
demand extensive fundamental research in biology, ecology, land reclamation, and 
Other directions. 


We must also increase our scientific potential with the purpose of developing funda- 
mentally new production processes in machine building, metalworking, instrument 
making, and in the agroindustrial complex, where they must be oriented at reducing 
the laboriousness of the work and economizing on raw materials, materials, and 
electric power, and raising product quality. 


Integrated development of the republic's national economy also requires fuller utili- 
zation of local raw materials. Of special interest in this aspect are the deposits of 
bentonite clay suited for use in construction, food, and other industrial sectors. 
Some variants of local silicaceous limestone deposits can provide material for pro- 
duction of synthetic wollastonite, which will make it possible to broaden the raw 
mineral potential of not only the republic but also the entire south of the country. 
In my Opinion in addition to broadening fundamental research and significantly in- 
creasing capital investments into reproduction and conservation of natural resources, 
we must also centralize all efforts at environmental conservation, the responsibility 
of which is now carried in the republic by numerous ministries and departments. 


Most institutes as well as the Moldavian Academy of Sciences are orienting their 
research on priority solution of the republic's problems. According to the system 
presently existing in the country, the final phases of work associated with intro- 
ducing scientific results into production are financed by the assets of ministries 
ana departments on a khozraschet basis. But the allocations for these purposes have 
not been increasing in recent years for the republic as a whole, and they have even 
decreased in a number of the ministries. Such a situation is significantly hinder- 
ing introduction of projects needed by the national economy. The government and the 
republic's gosplan must apparently examine this question. 


The significance of ideological indoctrination of people is growing more and more 
today, in addition to the need for solving problems associated with scientific- 
technical progress. This is why social scientists are placing special emphasis in 
their research on making fuller use of social factors associated with human produc- 
tive potential, with relationships among people in the different areas of their vital 
activities, with sensible use of working and free time, and with the relationship 
between the rights and responsibilities of the individual.

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CONCENTRATION, SPRCIALIZATION PROMOTE AGRICULTURAL IMPROVEMENT

(Speech by Comrade V. A. Ryabcohich, ist deputy chairman, Moldavian 88R Council of 
Kolkhoses | 


(Text) Comrade delegates! Under the guidance of the Moidavian Communist Party 
Central Committee, major quantitative and qualitative changes occurred in development 
of productive forces, and production relationships, economic ties, the organizational 
forms of the economic mechaniem, and the methods of control underwent further in- 
provement in the republic's kolkhos-cooperative sector during the 10th Five-Year 
Plan. The materiai-technical base has grown stronger. 


In the 5 years, the kolkhoges, interfarm associations, and enterprises allocated 
Significantly greater assets to development of the materiai-technical base than in 
the Winth Five-Year Pian. Hundreds of major livestock complexes and farms, ware- 
houses, petroleum product storage bases, and other production facilities were built 
and reconstructed to permit larger output. More than 448 million rubles were 
@liocated for acquisition of agricultural equipment and transportation resources. 
New orchards and vineyards were planted on 4 total area of 57,000 hectares. 


Much attention was devoted to construction of cultural and personal services 
facilities in the countryside. The ampunt of capital investments assimilated for 
these purposes was 35 percent more than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. The cost of 
fined productive capital grew by 1.3 times during this period. Ail of this has 
promoted a 13.4 percent increase in gross agricultural production in comparison with 
the Ninth Pive-Year Pian. 


The grain problem is at the focus of attention of the kolkhoz councils. During the 
10th Five-Year Plan, the average annual grain production volume was increased by 

14 percent as 4 result, without increasing the planting area. The state granaries 
received 460,000 tons @ore grain than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. Concurrentiy, the 
kOikhozes and the interfarm associations significantly increased the production and 
State sales of sugar beets, vegetables, tobacco, fruits, and grapes. 


Concentration and specialization of agricultural production on the basis of inter- 
farm cooperation was a decisive factor insuring such growth. Interfarm mechanized 
associations have become the most important component of such cooperatives. Their 
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WOrk has opened up great possibilities for hastening growth in the production of ali 

types of agricuitural products, This formof organizing the use of the machine and trector 

pool has made it possible to use the best production processes and progressive labor 

organization, to operate machines and mechaniems more effectively, and to solve pro- 

— associated with technical maintenance, repair, and material-technical supply 
tter. 


However, We Must recognize that the associations of kolkhoe councils have stiil 

hot grown organiZzationally strong yet in a number of rayons, that economic mutual 
relationships between them and the shareholding farms are being improved too slowly, 
and that the material base for equipment engineering services has not been created 
yet. We are concerned by the fact that kolkhoges and interfarm enterprises still 
Go not have enough equipment for full utilization of the potentials of irrigated 
agriculture, enough machines to protect plants against pests and diseases, enough 
highly productive combines, land reclamation equipment, freight handling mechanisms, 
and especially transportation to support production processes. Deliveries of many 
needed materials have not been growing in recent years; on the contrary they have even 
been decreasing. As 4 consequence production reequipment is siowing down, machines 
are aging and their dependability is decreasing, and outlays on maintenance and 
operation of the machine and tractor pool are rising. 





Conversion of animal husbandry to an industrial basis promoted a higher rate of 

its development. Meat production grew in the five-year plan by 36 percent, miik pro- 
duction increased by 32 percent, and egg production grew by 27 percent. Sales of 
these products to the state increased significantiy. 


Creation of large interfarm complexes made it possible to utilize scientifically 
grounded production processes and to raise labor organization to a higher level. 
Animal productivity has increased, milk quality has improved, and the fatness and 
weight qualities of animais sold for slaughter have become better. 


At the same time the executives and specialists of some rayon kolkhoz and farm 
councils have not supported measures to develop this highly important sector, 45 4 
result of which they have been unable to meet the livestock production volume targets. 
Many farms are not building adequate storehouses and fully equipped feediots, and 
little feed is being prepared in accordance with progressive procedures. We were 
validly subjected to criticism in the accountability report for all of this. 


One of the decisive prerequisites of intensification of feed production is irrigation. 
Presently only 14 percent of the feed crops are being planted on irrigated land, and 
therefore we are faced with the need for foreseeing preferential growth of hydraulic 
engineering construction in the five-year plans. 


Comrades! As was noted in the accountability report of the Moldavian Communist Party 
Central Committee, the kolkhoz councils have a significant role to piay in the 
development of the republic's agroindustrial food-producing complex. With this pur- 
pose they are implementing concrete measures to improve planning and economic 
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Stimulation, to Make More effective use of capital investmente and fined capital, 
and improve the étyle and methods of their work, We will continue to inerease the 
contribution we are making to solving the food problem by making better use of the 
ereated production-technical potential, land, fertilisers, and feed resources, 
and by intensifying economy and thrift. (Applause).

NOVOANENSKIY RAYON FOCUSES ON AGRICULTURAL ADVANCES 
Kishinev SOVETSKAYA MOLDAVIYA 27 Jan 61 p 2 
[Speech by Novoanenskiy Raykom lst Secretary Comrade B. 6. Mel'nik) 


(Text) Comrade delegates! Profound qualitative changes occurred during the 1970's 
in the rayon owing to development of productive forces, and especially in the main 
sector--agricultural economics. As a result, the mean annual production volume of 
this sector doubled during the decade. Just during the last five-year plan, mean 
annual meat production increased by 2.) times, vegetable production increased by 

1.9 times, egg production increased by 1.6 times, grain production increased by 

1.3 times, and milk production increased by 29 percent. More than 136 million rubies 
were allocated to development of the agroindustrial complex. Two cattle fattening 
enterprises, a hothouse combine, and other facilities were put into operation. 


The growth of the rayon's economy created the foundation for a further increase in 
the standard of living of the people. The population's financial income increased 
by 25 percent. In accordance with the integrated plan of socioeconomic development, 
which has now been running for two five-year plans, about 120,000 square meters of 
housing space, 33 trading, dining hall, and personal services enterprises, 11 
children's nurseries, 3 secondary schools, and 4 palaces of culture were buiit and 
put into operation. 


About 2,000 persons participated in the discussion of the draft report of the 

CPSU Central Committee in the primary party organizations and at general meetings 
of the labor collectives; many important proposals for improving the use of fixed 
capital, production and labor organization, and the qualitative indicators were made. 
Of high significance in this aspect is reequipment of the enterprises; this effort, 
however, is not always accompanied for the time being by corresponding growth in 
labor productivity and profitability. In the rayon as a whole, the cost of fixed 
productive capital increased in the 10th Five-Year Plan by 61 percent, while gross 
production volume increasedby only 27 percent. As a result the output-capital 
ratio declined. The reason for this lies in the fact that we have still been un- 
able to surmount annual fluctuations in the production volume of agriculture and 
food industry. 


As was noted many times in the party documents of recent years, reduction of losses 
in all units of the food producing complex is the most important national economic 
task. One of the problems requiring resolution is creation of a scientifically 
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grounded system for protecting crope against peste and diseases. Thus «4 harvest of 
w to 400 centners per hectare was anticipate’ from 600 hectares of onion fields 
at “Varnitekiy” and “Onestrovekiy” sovkhoges in the complex weather conditions of 
last year; in i week in July, however, aii of the fields were struck by diseases, 
and ho one was able to suggest any effective measures to fight these diseases. As 
@ result the yield was Gecreased by almpet half. 


The draft report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th CPBU Congress indicates 
the need for reducing harvest losses Gue to pests and diseases, and for raising the 
role of the agrochemical service in agriculture. f would like to see the following 
requirement added to this statement: “Create an effective chemical and biological 
system of pliant protection compatibie with industrial production processes. ” 


There are also siteable reserves for reducing losses of agricultural products in 
other unite of the agroindustrial complex, and mainiy in transportation and in the 
storage system. located in the suburban fone of Kishinev, the rayon's farms delivered 
up to 25,000 tons of produce to the city. The growth in product sales intended in 
the llth Five-Year Plan persistently requires fundamental improvement of the work of 
@otor transportation during the vegetable picking season, and creation of sufficient 
storage capacities in the city. 


The draft report of the CPSU Central Committee also devotes 4 qreat deal of attention 
to social problem upon which the productivity of social labor depends to a signi- 
ficant extent. They include further development of the public health system, educa- 
tion, culture, and trade and personal services. Inasmuch as each rayon contains 
farms belonging to different departments, intersector cooperation must become in- 
creasingly more widespread in term of social development as well. in our rayon, 

for example, the material-technical base of public health is insufficiently developed. 
Pour rural hospitals are presently being built, and they will be placed into opera- 
tion this year. There were plans for building two more such facilities at 
“Midvinfrom” sovkhoe-plants, but this is now the second year that we have not been 
able to find any support in this question on the part of the whion republic associa- 
tion. 


The draft report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th CPSU Congress states the 
impermissibility of redundancy and parallelism in the creation of facilities of the 
productive and nonproductive structure by different departments. In my opinion this 
premise should be supplemented by the following requirement: “Develop intersector 
cooperation in the construction of social facilities more broadly, and especially in 
the countryside.” 


Communists and all laborers of Novoanenskiy Rayon wholly and completely support the 
party's plans for further economic and social development of the country. 


Let @ assure the congress that the rayon's laborers will apply all of their efforts, 
experience, and knowledge to unconditionally complete the party's important tasks 
associated with developing productive forces and raising the people's standard of 
living.

The activity of the Ukrainian Communist Party Auditing Commission was also subordi- 
hated to this. 


in submitting the report for the congrese's approval we report that the entire work 
of the Auditing Commission was performed strictly in accordance with the party Rules 
and the inetructions of the CPSU Central Committee. Guided by the decisions of the 
25th CPSU and 25th Ukrainian Communist Party congresses and CPSU Central Committee 
and Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee plenum, the commission concent rated 
ite attention on verifying fulfillment of the party budget and the observance of 
staff and financial discipline in the party bodies and party establishments. The 
examination of letters and statements and business in the Central Committee sachin- 
ery and the editorial offices of party newepapers and ‘ournals were checked out 
Systematically. Auditing Commission members participated in Ukrainian Communist 
Party Central Committee plenum, meetings of the party aktiv and the commission's 
sessions and practical work. 


The Auditing Commission reports that the Central Committee machinery is performing 
the assignments of the Central Committee Politburo and Secretariat promptly and cre- 
atively and with a high sense of responsibility and adopting an attentive and in- 
depth approach to the examination of the working people's documents and letters 
received by the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee. 


The commission conducted 10 audits in the period wider review. They showed that 

the Central Committee Secretariat is constantiy paying attention to an improvement 

in the party committees’ financial-economic activity, the economical expenditure of 
@onetary and material resources and the communists’ timely payment of their member- 
ship dues. The state of the financial-budgetary work of the Central Committee Admin- 
istration of Affairs and the organizations under its jurisdiction corresponds to the 
requirements of the CPSU Central Committee regulations. 


The income side of the Ukrainian Communist Party budget was overfulfilled annually. 
In the period under review it grew 36.4 percent. Party membership dues, receipts 
of which increased both as a consequence of the growth of the party ranks and as a4 
result of the rise in the overall wage level, constitute more than two-thirds of 
budget revenue. 


As an analysis shows, the absolute majority of party members and candidates strictly 
carries out the requirements of the party Rules concerning payment of dues. 





At the same time shortcomings in accowiting and accountability and instances of the 
behind=-sechedule payment of dues or their payment from not all kinds of earnings were 
uncovered in certain party organizations. There were such instances in Voroshilov- 
atadekaya, Chernovitekaya, Khmel'nitekaya and Poltavekaya oblasts, among othere, 
which were pointed out to the corresponding party committees, and the necessary ma- 
sures were adopted, 


Payment of membership dues is an indispensable condition of party membership and a 
most important duty of the communists. And, understandably, the primary party organ- 
izations, party committees and auditing commissions gust constantly pay attention to 
these questions and increase communists’ responsibility for the precise observance 

of statutory requirements. 


Another source of monetary resources is deductions from the profits of the party 
publishing houses, which increased by a factor of al@ost 1.5 in the 5-year period. 

The industrial-engineering base of the publishing houses was reinforced. The Ukraine's 
party publishing houses are currentiy publishing 80 central, republic and obiast 
newspapers in a single edition of over 2/7 million and 65 journals in an edition of 

@ore than 15 miliion copies. 


It should be emphasized that all expenditure on maintaining the party machinery, the 
construction and inscallation of office premises and the performance of the organi- 
tational=-party and political work of the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Comnit- 
tee and the party committees locally is provided for in full thanks to the resources 
f-om the proceeds from party membership dues and deductions from the publishing 
houses’ profits. 


Resources were spent correctly and economically, in accordance with the approved 
estimates, as 4a result of constant supervision on the part of the Ukrainian Communist 
Party Central Committee of the financial—budgetary and economic activity of the party 
authorities and the organizations and enterprises under their jurisdiction. 


in instances where the overexpenditure of resources on individual items of the party 
budget and shortcomings in the organization of the accounting of physical and mone- 
tary resources were uncovered, steps were taken promptly to eliminate thes. 


An appreciable proportion of party resources is channeled into the training and re- 
training of party and soviet cadres, organization of the special Marxist-Leninist 
training of communists and into mass-political work. Approximately 5,000 persons 
graduated fromparty VUZ's and 88,000 persons were retrained at courses in the Higher 
Party School attached to the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee and the 
obkoms and at permanent seminars in the period under review. 


Use of the appropriations for party propaganda, upkeep of the political education 
houses and centers and the universities of Marxism-Leninism and lectures anc other 
measures improved, as a whole. At the same time full use was not made of these funds 
in the Odesskiy, Dneptropetrovekiy and Zakarpatskiy obkom. Not all party comnit- 
tees paid due attention to the development of the printing base and for other pur- 
poses. This applies primarily to the Kiyevskiy Gorkom and the Donetskiy, Kiyev- 

skiy and Krymskiy obkoms. Attention needs to be drawn to this.

The letters of invalids and veterans of the Great Patriotic War and labor veterans 
and also warning signals about violations of state discipline, the use of one's 
office for personal ends and about instances of lax management are examined person- 
ally by Central Committee secretaries or, on their inetructions, by Central Commit- 
tee department chiefs. 


On the instructions of Comrade V.V. Shcherbitekiy in 1977 the Ukrainian Communist 
Party Central Committee depactments studied the work with letters and the organiza- 
tion of the personal reception of the citizens in all the republic ministries and 
departments and the Ukrainian Council of Trade Unions and 2 years later checked how 
the shortcomings revealed by the initial check were being removed. On the instruc- 
tions of the Central Committee corresponding work was performed in the oblasts, 
cities and rayons.

More than 2.2 million communists spoke at meetings in the primary organizations and 
at rayon, city and oblast party conferences. 


The reports andelections were convincing new evidence that the Leninist standards of 
party life and principles of leadership are being strictly and unswervingly observed 
in the republic party organization, as throughout our party. 


Comrade Delegates! The Credentials Commission reports with satisfaction that the 
election of delegates to the 26th Ukrainian Communist Party Congress was conducted 
in all oblast and the Kiev city party organizations in an atmosphere of complete 
unanimity and strictly in accordance with the CPSU Rules and the procedure and norm 
of representation determined by the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee 
plenum.

The main task of the 5-year plan, the draft Main Directions emphasizes, is securing 
a further growth in Soviet people's well-being on the basis of the stable, progres- 
Sive development of the economy, the acceleration of scientific-technical progress 
and the transition of the econogy to the intensive path of development, the gore ra- 
tional use of the comtry’s production potential, econonizging on resources in every 
way possible and an iaprovement in work quality. For the accomplishaent of this 
task we plan an increase for the country of 18-20 percent in national income, 26-28 
percent in industrial production, 12-14 percent in average annual agricultural produc- 
tion, 12-15 percent in capital investments and 17-20 percent in social labor pro- 
ductivity. 





A big program of social development and a rise in the people's well-being is out- 
lined.

The on-schedule and complete assimilation of in- 
stalled produ tion capacity represents, as the Central Committee Report observed, 
important potential for an increase in production efficiency. It is necessary for 
this to strengthen the creative cooperation of the designers, machine builders, 
asee™iers and maintenance personnel and increase their responsibility for che opera- 
tion of installed equipment, particularly the new models. At the Severnyy Mining- 
Concentrating Combine, for example, and certain other facilities it is precisely owing 
to the fact that the installed equipment has serious structural defects and that 

ite maintenance is sot organized in the best manner that the planned indicators 

have not been secured for 4a long tige now and the economy is incurring losses. 


Por an increase in efficiency paramount significance is attached to an imgprovement 
in the organization of production and material-technical supply, a strengthening 

of labor discipline and the elimination of losses of work time and, consequently, 
iosses Of output. 


It is planned to obtain a@ore than Ri billion of national income in the llth Five- 
Year Plan thanks to a reduction in output's materials-intensiveness. It is planned 
to secure a considerable reduction in unit expenditure of rolled fe-rous and non- 
ferrous metals and steel pipes and 4a saving of cement. timber and other materials. 
Quotas have been established for an improvement in the use of secondary resources 








and, particularly, fuel-energy resources. in tue 5 years we have to economize 
on 27 million tons of standard fuel, which ie |./ Cimes more than was achieved in 
the 10th Five-Year Plas. This amount of fuel is consumed, for example, in 4 year 
by the Zaporozh' ye, Uglegorak, Krivoy Rog and burshtyn power stations together, 


lt is planned to increase profit in industry by a factor of 1.3 on the basis of 
@n increase in ic production and reduction in the prime costs of output. The manu= 
facture of products bearing the State Sign of Quality ts to increase 50-70 percent. 


lt is only possible to accomplish the task of the economy's transition to the path 
of intensive development, as already observed, by way of the acceleration of scien= 
tific-technical progress and the retooling of operat me production. It is planned 
in the 5 years to assimilate over 4,600 new types of industrial product, comprehen- 
sively mechanize and automate 8,400 shops, sections and works and commission approx- 
imately 11,000 transfer machines and mechanized flow lines. It is planned to se- 
cure two-thirds of the increase in labor productivity in industry and reduce the 
numbers of industrial-production personnel by 650,000 thanks to the increased tech- 
nical level of production. 


Six republic comprehensive scientific-technical target program have been elabor- 
ated and are being fulfilled for the fuller use of scientific-technical potential. 
The creation of a number of program for the solution of sectorial and regional 
problem is being completed. 


Large-scale forces and resources are being channeled into the fur. her development 
of the fuel-energy complex, primarily nuclear power engineering, an increase in the 
efficiency of heat and electric power piante and the creation of equipment for the 
use of other types of energy. 


Particular attention has been paid to the application of low-waste, continuous and 
energy-saving technology, which should contribute to a saving of labor, a reduc- 
tion in products’ materials and energy consumption and the comprehensive processing 
of the raw material. 


We have to insure the extensive introductionof the scientific organization of Labor 
and improve work on technical normsetting and the study and dissemination of pro- 
gressive experience, particularly that of Zaporochekava Oblast in reducing the 
proportion of manual labor and of Dnepropetrovekava Oblast in the efficienct use 

of resources. 


The efforts of the agricultural scientific collectives are concentrated on culti- 
vating new highly productive crop varieties and animal breeds, developing reliable 
@ethods of their protection against peste and disease, creating efficient machinery 
providing for the transition to industrial methods of production and finding depend- 
able means of reducing agricultural product losses 


Func sental research in the ephere of the social sciences, aathematice, mechanics, 
cybernetics hysics and probiems of chemistry and biology, environmental protection 
and the rativnal use of natural resources is being further developed. 








it is essential that the Ukrainian SSR Gosplan, Academy of Sciences and ministries 
and departments persistently improve the control of scientifie=technical progress 

in the republic, enhance the efficiency of the work of the scientific establishments, 
extend the @utual relations of science and production and accelerate the practical 
introduction of the results of scientific research. 


Development of the Agrartan=industrial Complex 


Comrades! The draft Main Directions pays great attention to the development of the 
agrarian-industrial complex and realization of the food program put forvard by the 
party. The intention is to secure the proportional and balanced development of 
agriculture and the sectors of industry servicing it and aleo the procurement, stor- 
age, shipment and processing of the agricultural product. Exceptional importance 

is attached to the implementation of the system of geasures outlined in the deci- 
sions of theCPSU Central Committee July (1978) Plenum and other party and govern- 
ment decrees for the successful realization of the task of the accelerated upsurge 
of the agrarian-indusetrial and food complex to the foremst point. 


In agriculture, the leading element of the agrarian-industrial complex, the most 
important thing is co insure the dynamic development and an increase in the effi- 
ciency of all sectors, increase production and improve product quality. The gross 
product is to increase 12-14 percent and labor productivity 22-24 percent compared 
with the last 5-year plan. The measures which are to be implemented for 4 further 
increase in agricultural production and an increase in the returns from the finan- 
cial and material resources channe.ed into the sector were discursively set forth 
in the report and the epeeches of the congress delegates. 


An increase in grain production remains a task of paramount importance. it is planned 
to raise its average annual gross harvest to 51-52 million tons. The planned volume 
here is the minimum. [t is essential this year even to obtain no less than 52-53 
million tone of grain to fulfill the increasing quotas for the sale of grain to 

the state and satisfaction of animal husbandry's grain forage requirements. it is 
neceseary to increase the production of the strong and valuable varieties of wheat, 
rye, buckwheat, rdllet, corn and other crops. 


The unconditional isplegentation on each kolkhoz and sovkhozg of the measures to 
increase soil fertility devised for 1961-1985 is of particular significance for the 
accomplishment of the set tasks. An important pert in their realization belongs to 
the wmiform agrochemical service. 


The appropriate ministries and departaents gust iaprove the farm’ provision with 
highly productive fodder-harvesting equipment and conservation and chemical agents 
for controlling the quality of the fodder. 


(Ogether with the kolkhozes and sovkhozes an increase in the production of agri- 
sultutal pro’vets te planned on the subsidiary farms of enterprises, organizat ions 
and establishments and also on the population's private farms. 


The republic government plans to examine in a package 411 questions of the develop- 
ment of animal husbandry over the long term and to draw up 4 concrete plan for an 
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accelerated increase in production in thie vitally important sector in accordance 
with the task set in Viadimir Vasil’ yevich Shcoherbitekiy's report, It is planned 
to allocate A26 billion of capital investments for the development of agriculture 
in the lith Five-Year Plan. They will be used to increase soil fertility, create 
@ stable fodder base, feed kitchens and capacities for the primary processing of 
the products, modernizing the animal husbandry premises and building warehouses and 
other facilities, 


lt is intended to increase the allocation of resources for the social needs of the 
Village, the installation of well-appointed apartment houses, roads and sidewalks 
and cultural-social facilities and to reinforce the material-technical base of the 
rurel construction organizations. Exceptional importance is attached to the selu- 
tion of these issues 


It is planned to further develop land reclamation and to improve its use. Construc- 
tion of the Dunay-Onestr irrigation svetem and the second stage of the Dnepr-Donbases 
Canal continues. Construction will begin on the third stage of the Severo-Krymakiy 
Canel and the first stage of the Azov irrigation system. Some $00,000-510,000 hec- 
tares of irrigable and 640,000-680,000 hectares of drained land will be commissioned. 


Ie fe important to secure here high returne from the big resources to be channeled 
into land reclamation, as many farma have succeeded in doing. For example, the 
“Ukraina” Kolkhoe of L'vovekava Oblast's Kamensko-Bugskiy Rayon, which was rendered 
assistance in draining 1,900 hectares of land which was previously practically use- 
less for agriculture, obtains 35 quintals of grain per sown hectare, 422 quintals 
of sugar beet, 169 quintais of potatoes and a considerable quantity of fodder. The 
per cow milk yield here constituted 4,157 kilos even in the poor-crop year of 1980. 


Agriculture's refurnishing with highly productive equipment and its further electri- 
fication is planned. in the 5 yeare it ie planned to supply the republic's farms with 
275,000 tractors, 242,000 trucks, 68,000 grain-harvesting combines and many other 
machines and gechaniem. 


In 1985 the republic's kolkhoves and state farms will receive 20.3 million tons of 
@ineral fertilizer compared with 16 million tone last year. Great amounts of work 
will have to be performec on soil liming and gypsum application and the use of chea- 
feel plant-protection agents. 


Por an increase in agricultural production efficiency the appropriate ministries and 
Gepert@ents gust iaprove leadership of the sector and provide for the extensive 
fatreduction of the achievements of science and technolor d progre»-ive exper- 
fence and the extension of epecialization and concentrati.a on the basis of interfara 
cooperation and agrarian-industrial integration. This must be done in the way des- 
cribed at our congress by kolkhoeg chairmen L.A. Ivanishchenko and N.N. Ryvaboshapka. 
This very year it ise necessary to achieve a considerable increase in the production 
end procurement of plant-growing and animal husbandry products and lay 4 firm found- 
@tion for successful work in subsequent vears. 





Location of the Production Forces 


A further increase in social production efficiency is directly connected with an 
improvement of the location of the production forces and the comprehensive develop- 
ment of all oblaste and rayons of the republic. 


Considering the natural and labor resources available, it is not planned to con- 
atruct new large-scale energy=- and water=-consuming works on Ukrainian territory. 

it is planned to expand operating enterprises without increasing the number of those 
employed there, Fuel-energy complex enterprises and production enterprises servic- 
ing agriculture and processing agricultural raw material and also producing consumer 
goods will predominate among the newly installed facilities. 


Intersectorial cooperation will become widespread. The intention is to increase in- 
terdepartmental coordination in the creation of facilities of the production and 
nonproduction infrastructure. 


As in previous 5-year plans, the c.asistent pursuit of the policy aimed at limiting 
the growth of the big cities and major industrial centers is planned. The economic- 
ally promising emall and medium cities will enjoy preferential development. 


The evolved industrial and agrarian-industrial complexes will be developed with re- 
gard for environmental protection measures. Approximately R2 billion of state capi- 
tal investments (excluding land reclamation), which is R500 million more than in 
the lOth Five-Year Plan, are allocated for their implementation. The State Comittee 
for Nature Conservation and ministries and departments of the republic and the soviet 
authorities locally sust constantly aonitor the use of these resources and insure 
the implementation of the nature conservation measures in full.

Buc the fact that the leaders of certain ministries, primarily the Ministry of Power 
and Electrification (Comrade Minister A.N. Makukhin), Ministry of Heavy Industries 
Enterprises (Comrade Minister G.K. Lubenets) and Ministry of Construction Materials 
Industry (Comrade Minister A.T. Shevchenko), are engaged unsatisfactorily in the

Similation of capacity and difficulties in aaterial-technical and transport supplies. 


The effect of «a number of objective factors was also reflected in the work results 
of individual enterprises and the sector a6 4 whole.

and @ deterioration in the quality of the coke; interruptions in the shipments of 
irom ore faw material, fluxes, quarts rock and metal scrap; and the incomplete sup- 
ply for enterprises’ repair and maintenance needs of equipment, conveyor belts, 
tracks, cross ties and so forth.

The sining sector in our country has been developed to huge proportions in term of 
scale of production. it is sufficient to say that in Krivoy Rog alone alaost 1.3 
times apre commodity iron ore is gined than in the United States.

Orders and medals were awarded to 5,400 workers and engineering-technical personnel 
of the coal indwtry in the last 5-year plan altogether. Many frontrunners and in- 
novatore of production have been elected delegates to the 26th CPSU Congress and 26th 
Ukrainian Communist Party Congress. 


At the seme tige an analysis of the state of affaires at many mines and in the sector 
as a whole shows that ineufficient use ie as yet being made of the available resources 
and potential for an increase in coal production and an improvement in technical- 
economic indicators. We fully agree with the criticiem expressed in Viadimir Vasil’ 
—* Shcherbitekiy's report of the ministry board and the association and mine 

re. 


The slow introduction and assimilation of the capacities of mines and those under- 
ing modernization, the lagging in the buildup of breakage seam and the insuf- 
ficiently effic'ent use of mining equipment were the reasons for the coal industry's 
erratic operat! on in recent years. Certain association and mine collectives failed 
to cope with tis plane and undersupplied a large quantity of coal. All this is also 
the result of serious shortcomings in che organization and management of production. 


The republic's coal industry has been set big and complex tasks in the llth Five-Year 
Plan. It is essential to implement effective measures for an increase in the mines’ 
capacity, the retooling of the sector and an isprovement in the miners’ work and 
social conditions. It is planned to channel 1.5 times more capital investments than 
in the 10th Five-Year Plan to this end. 


This very year it is necessary to assimilate more than Ril billion and to commission 
new capacity for the production of 4 million tons of coal. Whereas in the 10th Five- 
Year Plan ™% shafts weredrilied at operating mines, 90 have to be drilled in the new 
S-year period. It is planned to introduce 285 galleries to compensate for abandoned 
capacity. There will be a considerable increase in the construction of main aeration 
ventilators and cooling plants and degassing inetallations. Cardinal measures are 
being adopted to accelerate the development of the inherent mine-building base for the 
performance of such a large amount of work. 


Some 63 percent of all coal is currently mined at comprehensively mechanized long- 
walls. In the new 5-year plan this indicator is to rise mainly thanks to the com- 
prehensive mechanization of mining under the most difficult conditions. It is planned 
to assimilate the series production of equipment complexes which will help put an 

end to manual labor in the cutting of thin and steeply dipping seams and also seam 


with a complex geology. 


The extensive mechanization process will also extend to other preparatory operations. 
it is planned to increase by a factor of almost 1.5 the amount of pit work with the 
use of combines. The sphere of application of mre refined loading machinery and 
new drilling equipment will be extended. 
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A target program for the mechanization and automatic: not only of the basic but alse 
of auxiliary processes has been elaborated and is ing introduced in the sector 
which ie aimed at alleviating the labor of 35,000 miners and releasing no less than 
15,000 men from heavy manual labor. There will be a 1.5-fold inerease in expendi- 
ture on the implementation of a comprehensive plan of the social development of 
enterprises c° the sector and an improvement in work conditions and hygiene~sanite~ 
tion measures. Some 5.7 million equere meters of housing, children's establishments, 
schools, hospitals and polyclinics and dispensaries will be built for the Ukraine's 
miners. 


We have never before had to accomplish such major tasks for the sector's development. 
The ministry board and association and mine leaders are now concentrating the main 
attention on the fuller use of the production capacity of the mine and open pit and 
available equipment and material and labor resources and on increased responsibility 
and discipline at all levele of management. 


In order to realize what ie planned we need considerable assistance, particularly in 
questions of retooling, the pece of which does not yet correspond to the tasks set 
the sector. It is primarily necessary to organize more rapidly the production of 
the KM-88 and KM-103 complexes, which are already tested and have given a good ac- 
count of themselves, and many other types of mining equipment. The coal industry 
machine-building plants--the Druzhkovka imeni 50-letiya Sovetskoy Ukrainy, the 
Gorlovka imeni Kirov and the Khar'kov “Svet shakhtera”--have long failed to met 
their obligations with respect to the manufacture and supplies of equipment and 
spares. This applier t» an equal extent to enterprises of other machine~buiiding 
ministries and departments, which are failing to manufacture equipment in the neces- 
sary volume. This is seriously siowing down the growth of coal production. 


We also request that the leaders of the republic's Ministry of Construction of Heavy 
Industries Enterprises, Ministry of Industrial Construction and Ministry of Construc- 
tion and Special Installation Work render the miners the necessary assistance in the 
implementation of the big program of capital construction, particularly housing and 
socio -cultural-everyday facilities. 


The workers of the coal industry have embarked with great patriotic enthusiasm on 
implementation of the lith Five-Year Plan. Having made socialist competition for 

a fitting greeting of the 26th CPSU Congress widespread, they have produced 600,000 
tone of coal over and above the plan since the start of the year. Permit me to as- 
sure the CPSU Central Committee, Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee and our 
congress that the republic's miners will lend all their efforts for the successful 
implementation of the new 5-year plan and will always be in the front ranks of the 
builders of communism (applause).

We have raised the question of strengthening the repair base of getallurey, parti- 
eulariy the construction of 4 repair plant, many times. Although the republic and 
UESR winistries of ferrous wetalluray agree that the need for thie ie urgent, 4 
start on construction is envisaged only at the end of the S-year plan. I! believe 
that the miners’ and metallurgists’ needs require a fat prompter response.

Ranner” clubs function in the sehools, vocational <technical schools and tekhnikum. 
However, under the conditions of the sharp exacerbation of the ideological st ruggie 
in the world we are obliged to seek out new form of work, particularily individual, 
and to strive for 4 situation wherein each communist is an active ideological party 
fighter. 


We all understand, in particular, the statewide significance of an increase in the 
production of mineral fertilizers. Our eblast produces 90 percent of the country's 
natural sulfur, however there is not enough of it to insure that operating enter 
prises work at full capacity even, not to mention those being newly built. The reason 
is that in the 10th Pive-Year Plan the USSR Gosplan channeled resources mainiy into 
the development of production capacity and neglected development of the mineral min- 
ing base. There has been no change in the picture in 1981, 


The CPSU Central Committee October Plenum substantiated the development of a food 
program. We all understand that an increase in agricultural production, primarily 
of meat and milk, is the foundation here. L'vovskaya Oblast's natural-climatic con- 
ditions enable us to increase production of these products, but for this we need 
fodder. 


Solution of the questions of an increase in fodder production is being held back by 
the incorrect attitude of the republic planning authorities. Por example, in the 
oblast's mountain and foothill areas, where people have for many centuries engaged 
in animal husbandry, we are sowing cereale, sugar beet, flax and potatoes. Ali 
these crops are loss-making, while the cereals frequentiy do not mature at ali. 

in the best years cereale under these conditions yield 15 quintale of feed wits per 
hectare and grass mixtures 40-50 quintals. it is clear to ail which is the more 
profitable. 


We believe that in questions of planning agricultural production it is essential to 
be guided strictly by the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers de- 
cree “An leprovement in the Planning and Economic Stigulation of the Product ion 
and Procurement of Agricultural Products.” And in such 4 vast republic as ours it 
is essential, we believe, to undertake the planning of agricultural production with 
regard for the climatic conditions of each region. 


No one has any dowbt as to the need for an improvement in the structure of the 
management of conetruction and a reduction in expenditure on againtenance of the 
managerial machinery. But this ie often effected in ill-considered fashion, to the 
detriment of production. Labor engineers, accowts department workers and deputy 
chiefs in the construction administrations and the estimstes-contract and financial 
departments in the trusts have been cut beck. Yet at the same time the ainietry 
staffs are frequentiy growing. it is obviously high time for the republic Gosstroy 
to create 4 procedure for calculating the production capacity of the construction 
subdivisions and growmds for the establishment of their optimum structures and 
staffs. 
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The procedure of the control authorities’ checking of the organisations under their 
juriediction aleo needs regulating. it is often done by different authorities at 
@ne and the sam time and tears many people away from their main work. it would 
necessary to study thie question and, perhape, under the aegis of the peo- 
‘es control committees and with the participation of a1] departments concerned, 
conduct the checks less frequently but at a higher quality (applause).

The report spoke with Bol'sheviet forthrightness and candor about the difficulties

The report spoke with particular concern about the unsatisfactory state of affaires 
in the coal industry. We apply the criticies expressed on this score prigarily to 
our oblast party organization. Questions of the work of this sector were posed 
very pointedly at the 2iet oblast party conference. it has to be said that over 
the past 4 years 4 significant proportion of the oblast's ines and associations 
failed to fulfill the state plans. Poor wee is made of sining equipment in many

labor diecipline still does not, unfortunately, correspond to today's requirements. 








The party committees and primary party organizations of the oblast and the aanage- 
@ent authorities are implementing organizational, engineering-technical and educa- 
tional geasures to stabilize the work of the enterprises of this sector. However, 
we have not yet managed to achieve positive results. Some 37 of the 93 aines are 
currently in an extremely parlouws situation. 


The obkoe believes that in determining the quotas for the lith Five-Year Plan and 
being guided here by the CPOU Central Committee decree on 4 further refinement of 
the management gechanise and the tasks of the party and state authorities the repub- 
lic and wnion ainistries and the planning authorities, primarily the USSR Gospian, 
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must, with the participation of the planning institutes, determine the potential of 
the oblast's mines in term of coal production up to 1985 on the basis of practicable 
engineering calculations and the actual state of affaires. 


Together with the adoption of prompt measures to stabilize the work of the mines the 
Obkow and the oblast's party committees see as the main task a fundamental improve- 
ment in mine construction, 


In the lith Pive-Year Plan it is planned to perform £1.25 billion of construction 
and installation work and commission new capacity for the production of 10.4 million 
tons of coal, Wowever, the existing construction organizations are manifestly 
insufficient for the accomplishment of thic task. tt is therefore necessary in the 
immediate future to solve the question o! the creation of a new major sine-building 
organization in the oblast. 


The oblast's party committees will work constantly on reintorcing the local party 
links and persistently operate such that each member of the party be profoundly 
aware that being a political fighter thereof means being always ahead and where 
things are most difficult; and daily confirming hie membership of the great party 
of communists by personal example and hie whole life (applause).

This is explained not only by weather conditions but aleo by shortcomings in the 
organizing work of a number of primary party organizations, gorkoms and raykom: and 
the obkoa. 


In the light of the demands of the CPSU Central Comittee October (1980) Plenum 
@easures are being adopted for the fuller commissioning of production potential and 
the more purposeful use of the positive experience of organizing and mase-political 
work 


We have considerable potential in an increase in the efficiency of production capa- 
city. We believe that the union they wee ministries must join actively in this 
work. Just one example. The "Khia Production Association systematically ful- 
fille the plane for the production of gineral fertilizer set by the ministry. How- 
ever, owing to the insufficient provision with raw material, capacity for its pro- 
duction ie not being utilized. in the last 2 yeare alone this was the reason for 
the nonproduction of 1.2 aillion tone of mineral fertilizer. And in the current 
ne the plan conveyed to the association is 640,000 tons below installed capacity. 

believe that the USSR Ministry of Mineral Pertilizer Production should examine 
thie quest ion. 








Ae fer as agricultural production is concerned, pretty good advance stocks have been 
crested in thie sector for fulfillment of the plane and socialist pledges. Zonal 
specialization has already been carried owt in farmixag. Podder production is being 
seperated off into an independent subdivision. We are striving for the complete 
essiailation of animal husbandry complexes. Livestock unit modernization is being 


performed extensively. 
Work on strengthening the rayon level is being performed consistently. 


I would aleo like to express certain wants. The oblast is situated in a complex 
sone for the production and procurement of agricultural products and is packed with 














laborious industrial crops whose maturation and harvesting occur simultaneously, We 
are experiencing an acute shortage of harvesting equipment and transportation, 

which ie leading to harvest losses and a deterioration in the quality of the product, 
particulary fodder. The procurement of sugar beet in this time increased 1/7 percent, 
but the capacity of the sugar refineries increased less than 5 percent. The raw 
material processing time has increased considerably. Insufficient resources are 
being allocated the republic Ministry of Food Industry for the construction of hous- 
ing and social-everyday facilities and the development of the sovkhozes. We request 
that the republic Council of Ministers and Gosplan examine these questions attentive- 


ly. 


The oblast still lage considerably behind republic-average indicators in certain sec- 
tors of the consumer service sphere. We request that the republic Gosplan and min- 
istry continue together with us work on putting an end to this lagging. 


Comrades! There was an improvement in the oblast party organization's organization- 

al-party and ideological work in the period under review. The Leninist standards of 

party life are being observed. The qualitative composition of the cadres Was improved 
and their responsibility enhanced. 


The entire organizing and moral-political work of the oblast party organization is

Of all the important taske of the development of agricultural production, a consider- 
@ble increase in meat and milk production is of paramount importance. Prolonged and 
strenuous effort is required for its accomplishment. The oblast's party committees 
understand full well that everything must be subordi:ated to this goal: concern for 
@n improvement in the structure of the sown areas, ‘odder production, an increase 
in the gross harvests of grain, primarily thanks to forage crops--corn, barley and 
peas. Unfortunately, the grain of forage crops constituted only 29.2 percent of the 

harvest on average in the S<year period. As a result, m@uch wheat is still 
being used for livestock feed, which inevitably leads to the overexpenditure of 
fodder. 


A further intensification of agricultural production is possi’le primarily on the 
basis of the introduction of the achievements of agricultural science and advanced 
practice. The measures adopted by the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee 
and V.V. Shcherbitskiy personally to strengthen science's ties to production are 
producing good results. The introduction in the oblast of the industrial techniques 
of tomato production, which was awarded the Ukrainian SSR State Prize in 1980, enabled 
wes to reduce labor-intensiveness by a factor of 2.3 and prime costs by a factor of 
1.7 with a yield of 500 and gore quintals per hectare. The employment of a number of 
other scientific developments is also having a considerable economic effect. Follow- 
ing the example of the Ukrainian SSR Academy of Sciences, the All-Union Academy of 
Agricultural Sciences imeni V.1. Lenin Southern Branch concluded an agreement on 
creative cooperation with Khersonskaya Oblast. A comprehensive program of the ac- 
celeration of scientific-technical progress in agricultural production was drawn up 
with the participation of many of the republic's scientific research institutes 

end the oblast's agricultural authorities. The savings derived fro its introduc- 
tion are put at R190 million. 


Score 340,000 hectares are currently irrigated in the oblast. The greetings of 
Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev and also the Ukrainian Communist Party Central Committee and 
Ukrainian SSR Council of Ministers in connection with the completion of the construc- 
tion of the Main Kakhovka Trunk Canal imeni V.I. Lenin inspire the oblast's re- 
clameation workers and farmers and make it incumbent upon us to work better. Ques- 
tions of an increase in the efficiency of irrigation were examined at an obkos 
plenum. Last year the irrigated hectare “did the work" of 2.3 hectares of non- 
irrigated crops and, in the zone of the Kakhovka irrigation system, 2.9 hectares.

The irrigable hectare is 
receiving insufficient mineral fertilizer, is inadequately supplied with equipment, 
particularly fodder-producing equipment, and is understaffed.

comprehensive program, Of course, the republic Goeplan and agricultural ministries 
should have the decisive eay here, We also consider it essential te continue con 
struction of the Kakhowka irrigation system ae 4 most laportant directive consttuction 
project and te include in the plan of the republic's economic and social development 
in 1981-1985 the start of the construction of thie syetem’s Serogogskiy Canal,

150 days, and raw material and sugar were lost. The Lith refinery has now been 
built. The powerful enterprise was etarted up on echedule and has already processed 
600,000 tone of beet sugar. in the 5 years the capacity of the oblast's refineries 
increased 37 percent. 


Many other economic and social isewes were solved successfully. But evaluating the 
work critically, it has to be said that use was not gade of all possibilities. A 
number of enterprises is failing to fulfill the plane and permitting losses of work 
time and material resources; and there are shortcomings in construction. This 

was evaluated ecrupulously at the party conferences. The obkom and gorkoms and ray~ 
kom have drawn the lessons from the shortcomings and are taking steps to do away 
with then. 


“he republic is 4 debtor in the production and sale to the state of grain. inae- 
much as the nonplow tilling of the soil for grain crops has been extensively intro- 
duced on our farms in recent years and in term of the S<-year plan results the ad- 
dition to the harvest was no bigger than in other oblaste, there is, naturally, 
greater interest than usual in this question. Certain comrades are inclined to cite 
nonmolidboard plowing as the reason for the failures in grain farming. 


In this connection | consider it necessary to report to the congress that it is not 
the new nonplow system of working the e011 which is to blame.

it has rescued us, Before last year we were getting good harvests, despite the fact 
that we produce and apply less organic fertiliser than anybody per hectare of 

forest =ateppe sone land, our beet -sewing oblasts received the least aineral fertil- 
teer from stocks and we had the worst winter wheat predecessor crops, Por cnample, 
24 percent of winter crops are accommodated on stubble in the forest steppe on aver= 
age, but W percent in Poltavekaya Oblast, The lagging in the production of organ- 
te fertiliser ie our fault, and the sharpest criticiem for thie will be received by 
we in the proper manner. Hut a8 far a8 stubble predecessors are concerned, we will 
seek 4 way out, We request that the Ubrainian 88% Gosplan help we in this, 


in 4 years of the S-vear plan we had 4 good increase in the yield and grose harvest 
of grain. Disaster struck last year and caused @ deterioration in the overall in- 
dicator, Downpours lasting many weeks on the ripe erain led to an unprecedented 
amount of it being washed away. All oblaste of the republic suffered, but those suf- 
fered the most where the most rain fell. Slaming nonmoldboard plowing for the grain 
shortfall ie te sin ageinet the truth, 


Among the congress delegates is Stepan Yakovievich Dmitrenko, chairman of Novosan- 
sharekiy Rayon's Kolkhor imeni Sovetskoy Konetituteii, who has graduated from the 
great school of life. We has headed the fare for gore than years. He is 4 poi- 
neer of nonmoldboard plowing. Sack in the first postwar years, lacking the proper 
tools, the kolkhoe worked the fields with shallow plows and cultivators and obtained 
better resulte than after the plow. Stepan Yakowlevich's is 4 taciturn, solid 
peasant's character. le is not hasty with forecasts and is cautious in evaluating 
the harvest until it is in the barn. Despite 411 his cautiousness, last year he 
said confidentiy, showing the ripe grain to an authoritative commission of scientists 
and agronomists, that he would harvest roughly ae less than 40 quintale per hectare. 
Nor did the commicsion dowbt thie. After 2 weeks of incessant rain, we saw hie in 
the fields with teare in hie eyes=-thie soldier of the front and war veteran knew 
then the tragdey of bie erain. The kolkhoe harvested only one-half of what it had 


anticipated. 


Por several years certain scientists of the All-Union Scientific Research Institute 
of Sugar Beet repeated over and over: we will not permit flatblade cutting in the 
suger beet crop rotations. They were frightened of weeds and a reduction in yield. 
But application of the new techniques in the fields preceding the beet enables our 
workers in the 10th Pive-Year Plan to increase the yield and gross harvest of this 
crop by alapet 40 percent. Last year Poltavane obtained the highest yield of sugar 
per hectare in the cowmtry, and the plants the highest yield of products per quintal 
of raw material. As you can see, these ecientietse" forecasts were not justified. 
Moreover, last year 4,500 hectares of beet were sown on fields tilled by the nonplow 
@ethod, and both the harvest and the sugar content of the roots were higher than 
after tilling by plow. 


Our agronomists are now endeavoring to prepare as much field ae possible without the 
plow for sugar beet also. Sut the obkow has been forced to restrain them, although 
we are profowdly convinced that the new techniques will be considerably better for 
beet aiso. Te question arises: why are we restraining them’ Because the iaple- 
@erte with which we have been supplied cover only 50 percent of requirements, and 
the epecialiete will not be able to work the land well, 
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Unanimously approving the CPSU Central Committee draft, the commmists and working 
people of the oblast have adopted upgraded pledges and developed competition for a 
Fitting greeting of the 26th CPBU Congress, in January the production collectives 
eold &4 million in products over and above the plan. The rural workers overfulfilied

Fight te raise the question of the need for 4 considerable increase in the returns 
from each hectare of land. The successful solution of thie problem wider the condi-~ 
tions of our oblast largely depends on land improvement, After all, 60 percent of 
agricultural lend requires regulation of the water characteristics, But with the 

fate of reclamation work which has ewolwed, it will take many decades to drain these 
areas. We have raised thie question repeatedly, but 4 fitting decision has not been 
made 


A difficult situation has com about in the oblast in connection with power supply. 
Approximately 20 percent of the power transmission lines are on wooden poles in need 
of replacement. Almost one-half of the substations lacks second transformers, There 
were 700 emergency shutdowns in the oblast last year alone. There is no need to aen- 
tion what damage is done to the economy here, particularly agriculture, Yet the gea- 
sures adopted by the Ukrainian SSR Ministry of Power and Electrification are mani-~- 
festiy inadequate. The material resources allocated annually enable use to repair 
only one-third of the planned lines. We request that the republic Cowneil of Min- 
isters render assistance in this important matter.

@alicious violators of labor discipline and aleo drifters and for legislation to be 
made stricter. They should not be taken on by other production collectives without 
there being 4 valid reason for the transfer and without references from the last 
place of work.

graduates. Our association spends R120,000 annually on the training of young work- 
ers. But some of them do not show up at the enterprise at all or soon leave it, 
which leads to big losses.
